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High tides flood homes and cut railway lines

The ingfa -tides, that worked 
their way down the east coast 
of England an Saturday night 
burst sea defences, washed 
away beaches ■ and railway 
lines, wrecked holiday chalets 
and flooded hundreds of shops 
and-homes. 

On Humberside low-lying 
parts of Hull were affected but 
the worst damage was caused 
at Cleethorpes, where nearly 
400 homes were flooded to 
depths of up to 4fr. 

The town’s sea wall was 
broken in three places, and 
parts of the coastal railway 
line were washed away. British 
Rail said yesterday that no 
trains would be nmitins into 
Cleethorpes for the time being. 

At Mabiethorpe, Lincoln¬ 
shire, and the neighbouring 
resort of Sutton-on-Sea, the sea 
burst oyer the defences and 
swept through the main 
streets. Seaweed, sand end 
driftwood were being cleared 
from the streets yesterday. 

Mr Frank Breckenbary, sea 
defence foreman with the Ang¬ 
lian Water Authority, Lincoln¬ 
shire rivers division, said 15ft 
waves that pounded Mable- 
thorpe beach on Saturday had 
washed away sand that bad 
taken, years to accumulate and 
would take years to replace. 

Along parts of the sea wall 
where previously die sand was 
banked up to give a continuous 
incline there was now a drop 
of up to 30ft. 

On the Norfolk coast 50 
people were evacuated on 
Saturday night from their 
homes in the village of Wal¬ 
cott, between Cramer and 
Great Yarmouth. Waves tore a 
30ft gap in the sea waW, which 
had been rebuilt to protect the 
village after the 1953 floods. 

Chunks of concrete from the 
-wall smashed holiday chalets 
and wreckage was washed over 
a wide area. The RAF pro¬ 
vided warm air blowers yester¬ 
day to help to dry out shops 
and houses that were flooded 
with up to 5ft of water. 

Police and firemen used row¬ 
ing boats to take people clear 
on Saturday night, but one 
man, Air Alfred Grimes, aged 
74, declined an offer of help as 
rescuers rowed across his 

S arden. He said yesterday that 
e had sat it out during the 
1953 flood, and felt be could 
do the same this time. 

North Norfolk District Coun¬ 
cil, which held an emergency 
meeting yesterday to find 
bouses for those whose homes 
were still uninhabitable, said 
that millions of pounds spent 
on strengthening sea defences 
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All that was left of a polythene-covered lettuce greenhouse at Offenham, near Evtiham, after the gale. 


since 1953 had greatly reduced 
the damage on Saturday. 

Mr Terence Nolan, the coun¬ 
cil's chief executive, said there 
was good wanting and the 
emergency arrangements 

worked well. 

Flood water stopped the train 
service between Great Yar¬ 
mouth and Norwich, and a 
special bus service was pro¬ 
vided yesterday while repairs 
to the line were carried out. 
The Lowestoft-Norwich line 
was closed by damage at Had- 
discoe. 

At Cromer tbe pier was 
closed after concrete supports 
were washed away and about 
200 beach huts were wrecked. 

The £1.25m prefabricated 
concrete landing stage at 
Liverpool, opened only six 
months ago for the cross-Mer¬ 
sey ferry services, was lying on 
the river bed yesterday with 
only the tips of its lampposts 
showing above water. It was a 
victim of thte 75-mph gale 
which swept Merseyside on 
Friday night. 

On Saturday it was noticed 
that the 200-yard landing stage 
was listing mid 60 passengers 
waiting for the ferries were 
evacuated. At low tide unsuc¬ 
cessful efforts were made by 


salvage skips to pump out the 
water which had flooded into 
the compartments in the hope 
that it could be refloated. 

It was decided to suspend 
the ferry service until further 
notice. 

The stage was opened in 
Judy after the parts, manufac¬ 
tured in Dublin, had been 
floated across the Irish Sea 
and assembled at Birkenhead. 
It replaced a wooden structure 
which, had been in operation 
for a century. 

One of Britain’s largest cara¬ 
van firms, Don Anwtt Cara¬ 
vans, yesterday estimated 
damage at their Hilton show¬ 
ground, near Derby, at about 
£100.000. 

The Queen and other 
members of the Royal Family 
were sitting in the unheated, 
unlit Sandringham parish 
church yesterday as the bishop 
of Norwich, the Right Rev 
Maurice Wood, announced the 
last hymn of the service: 
“The people that in darkness 
sat a glorious light hove seen.” 
Suddenly the power, cut off in 
Friday’s gale, was restored and 
the lights blazed again.

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Trail of death and damage as gales move to Continent 


The storm which brought 
death, and widespread damage 
to Britain and many parts of 
western Europe at the weekend 
moved towards the Black Sea 
yesterday, dropping in intensity 
as it travelled east. 

It left a total of at least 17 
dead in West Germany, France, 
Belgium, Holland and Switzer¬ 
land. And in south-west Jutland, 
where 20,000 people were 
evacuated and only a change of 
wind saved three towns from 
being swallowed by rising flood 
waters, local politicians de¬ 
manded an investigation into 
why a computerized advance 
flood warning system failed to 
work properly. 

In West Germany, where 
hurricane-force winds and 
floods killed at least 12 people 
and caused millions of pounds 
of damage, tides receded yester¬ 
day below Saturday’s flood 
levels. 

But as the thousands of 
people evacuated on Saturday 


returned home, police, troops 
and firemen remained on alert 
in northern Germany after the 
Frankfurt weather office gave 
wanting of possible North Sea 
storms today. 

In tbe Haseldorfer polder 
region, soldiers and firemen 
evacuated 86 people after water 
from the Elbe broke through a 
dyke in six places yesterday. 
Soldiers in launches evacuated 
a further 78 people, including 
34 children, who had spent the 
night in a school encircled by 
water. 

Workmen began clearing 
dykes in low-lying areas of 
northern Germany which had 
been breached by Saturday’s 
storm tides, which bad reached 
a peak nearly 15ft above the 
average high water mark. 

That peak was higher than 
the water level in 1962, when 
floods drowned more than 300 
people. Sea defences have been 
greatly strengthened since then. 
Authorities considered that 


danger had passed yesterday 
morning when the tide readied 
nearly eight feet above the 
median mark. 

Most of the victims of Satur¬ 
day’s gales in West Germany 
were in cars swept off roads 
or crashing into fallen trees- 
But hundreds of houses were 
damaged and power short- 
circuits caused many fires. 

In East Germany, too, damage 
was widespread and 14 people 
were injured. Eleven crew 
members were m issi ng after 
the East German coaster 
CapeHa sank in Saturday’s 
suirm off the Dutch North Sea 
island of SchxenxKmnikoog. 

In ' Holland gales killed two 
people. A man died when his 
motor cycle was swept into * 
parked lorry and a woman was 
kilted when she was hurled 
against the wall of her bal¬ 
cony by a powerful gust. 

Dutch authorities believe the 
st o rm damage will run into 
millions of pounds. Trees were 
uprooted and roof tiles and 


complete roofs were blown off. 
But railway services disrupted 
by power failures on Saturday 
were back to normal yesterday. 
No dykes were breached. 

In France two fishermen 
were reported missing after 
their boat was found over¬ 
turned at EpinaL' In the 
northern French town of 
Armen rieres, M Marc Duval, 
aged 66, died, apparently of 
fright, at the sight of flames 
leaping from power cables that 
had toppled near his home. 

In Besangon, eastern France, 
the storm pierced an inflatable 
dome housing a travelling exhi¬ 
bition of snakes, releasing 
several of the -600 venomous 
reptiles inside. Firemen and 
exhibition staff collected them 
before they could reach die 
streets. 

In northern Belgium a boy, 
aged 10, was missing after be¬ 
ing caught by a flood as be was 
trying to escape in a tunnel 
under a road. 


The Belgian village of Ruis- 
broek-Sauvegarde was evacu¬ 
ated yesterday after breaches 
were discovered in three dykes. 
Two residents were injured 
during the evacuation. On Sat¬ 
urday two Belgian motorists 
were killed in crashes caused 
by high winds. 

Tri Switzerland 39 people, 
mostly foreign tourists, were 
brought to safety early yester¬ 
day after spending nearly nine 
hours trapped . in an Alpine 
cable car immobilized by high 
winds above a mountain at 
Saas-Fee. 

The car was brought to the 
lower station when the wind 
dropped. 

One of three men making 
their way up the mountain in 
ab effort to take food and hot 
drinks to the cable car was 
killed by an avalanche. 

In Austria two climbers died 
of exposure in the Mount 
Sdineealpe area, near Meruz- 
zuschlag, Styria province. 


Steel cuts and devolution debate cast gloom over Wales 


These are difficult days for 
optimists in Wales. To many 
Welshmen the prospect from 
Snowdon this morning seems 
decidedly dismal, and they pre¬ 
pare for the year ahead with 
the bleak smiles of dyspeptics 
who have run out of bicar¬ 
bonate. 

Against a background of ris¬ 
ing unemployment, clouds 
thicken over the steel towns of 
Wales. People brace themselves 
for the imminent hard pruning 
of thousands of jobs, and 
steelmen discuss. how to fight 
back. In Ebbw Vale, in the 
south, and Shotton in the 
north, there is concern that 
the gradual run-down of steel 
works labour forces might now 
be speeded up. 

Meanwhile, many people are 
unconvinced that peace has 
broken out at the important 
LUrnvern steel plant. After 
years of bloody mindedness 
and ratten industrial relations 
they cannot believe that the 
failure to build a community 
in Cardiff has been rectified. 

People are also waiting 
patiently for tbe rush of indus¬ 
trialists to fiU those tempting 
Welsh Office advance factories. 
Fingers are crossed till 
knuckles whiten as tbe fan- 
fared Welsh Development 
Agency, with 1100m in its

pockets, gets down to curing 
Wales of its deficiency 
diseases. 

Elsewhere, pencils are honed 
and throats sprayed, for what 
is known to some as Big D, the 
debate on devolution. The idea 
is to grasp an opportunity to 
give the people of Wales a 
closer, more democratic, and 
presumably more efficient, 
management of their own 
affairs, without bungling the 
whole issue. 

The prospect of the debate 
fills many with gloom, partly 
because the talk has been 
going on for a long time. 
Although devolution is reck¬ 
oned to be the most important 
constitutional question of the 
century, it seems that half the 
people of Wales have no dear 
idea what it is all about. The 
communicators bend to their 
task knowing that devolution 
is, to many of their audience. 


like one of those trigger words 
that stage hypnotists use to 
put people to sleep. In some 
part of Gwent, the Welsh 
Sudetentend, there are people 
who feel they are rats aboard 
an ss Cymru that will be sunk 
by devolution; 'and they 
demand that Gwent should 
have its old _ name of Mon¬ 
mouthshire given back, and 
should secede and rejoin Eng¬ 
land. 

Down in the west, the people 
of the former Pembrokeshire 
look hopefully out to sea each 
morning for a sight of an oil 
rig winch will find dreamed-of 
gushers of Celtic Sea oil that 
will save the Welsh nation and 
make Pembrokeshire rich. But 
there is as yet no sign oF an 
oil rig. 

. On another front, there is no 
sign of a government decision 
to spend money on setting up 
the fourth television channel 
in Wales which would do much 
for social, harmony. Perhaps 
another working party will be 
set np this year, in tbe in¬ 
terests of .delay. 

In any case, with the Welsh 
language bleeding at tbe rate 
of 200 people a week, it seems 
certain that the Welsh Lan¬ 
guage Society will be demand¬ 
ing staunching action by cen¬ 
tral and local government and. 


by underlining its demands in 
its singular way, will sec fresh 
controversy rolling. 

There will also be further 
grim talk about the cost of 
staging the national eisteddfod, 
and ibis may be the year when 
a derision is made to stop the 
event trundling round Wales 
and save money by'giving it a 
permanent home in mid-Wales. 

There are, however, some 
crumbs of comfort in aM the 
gloom. The coal industry in 
Wales is making progress, 
although it will never be easy 
ro strike the balance between 
men, money, and geology.. 

Best of all, there is the pros¬ 
pect of defeating England at 
Twickenham later this month. 

It is also Wales Welcomes 
America Year, in which Ameri¬ 
cans are being encouraged, in 
the bicentenary .of the United 
States, to come to Wales and 
prod their ancestral roots. 

It does not seem much to 
brighten the greyness: a few 
rugby tries and a fistful of 
dollars. It would help, though, 
if both the Anglophobes and 
the Cymrnphobes in Wales 
could sublimate their bigotry 
this year. Then perhaps ~ King 
Arthur might fulfil tbe ancient 
prophecy, rise from the cave 
where he has been sleeping and 
lead Wales to its golden age. 


Plaid Cymru 
rejects White 
Paper proposals 

Plaid Cymru has _ rejected 
proposals in the White Paper 
on devolution. Delegates at the 
party’s national council meeting 
m Llandrindod Wells, which 
ended yesterday, passed unani¬ 
mously a Caernarfon constitu¬ 
ency resolution opposing the 
White Paper. 

It did so On the ground that 
the proposed Assembly for 
Wales would have no power jo 
solve unemployment and social 
difficulties affecting Wales. The 
resolution said that the Govern¬ 
ment’s proposals were not 
sufficient. 

It added; “They do not in¬ 
volve real decentralization of 
power, still less national right. 
Plaid Cymru wfll accept 
nothing less than a parliament 
with legislative powers and res¬ 
ponsibility for the economy." 


Fight to save air museum 
from projected motorway 


Aircraft preservationists are 
campaigning for an alternative 
route for the Mil Loadon-Ctun- 
bridge motorway, which has 
been planned to cross Duxford 
airfield, Cambridgeshire. 

Duxford Aviation Society, 
which is associated with the 
Imperial War Museum, London, 
is responsible for a growing col¬ 
lection of histone aircraft, 
ranging from First World War 
biplanes to modern jets. 

Plans for the motorway would 
Cut the 6J)OOft main runway by 
1,000ft at its eastern end. 

The society said: M Not only 
would that destroy the historic 
setting of the airfield but it 
would also restrict the scop? of 
our flying displays. It would 
prejudice our future chances_ of 
preserving large aircraft which 


cannot be transported by road 
but have to fly in.*' 

The society is seeking the 
ado|ition of an alternative route 
passing outside the eastern end 
of the airfield, which was used 
by the RAF during the Battle 
of Britain. 

Most aircraft preserved at 
Duxford belong to the Imperial 
War Museum, but some are 
owned by society members. Con¬ 
corde 01, the British-assembled 
preproduction version of the 
Anglo-French supersonic air¬ 
liner, which was recently re¬ 
tired, from test flying, is due to 
fly in and join the collection 

The airfield is owned by the 
Defence Land Agents. It is 
hoped that- _ Cambridgeshire 
County Council will buy the 
runways and taxi ways for the 
society to use. 


JPs advised to. 
be tough with 
sport hooliganism 

Magistrates are being advised 
by Lord Elwvn-Jones the Lord 
Chancellor, that they should 
take a Tough line with football 
supporters who cause trouble. 

Mr Waiter Johnson, Labour 
MP for Derby, South, yesterday 
said Lord Elwyn-Jones had 
written to him: ** Although as 
Lord Chancellor I cannot give 
instructions to magistrates as to 
the sentences they should im¬ 
pose in particular cases I am 
nevertheless concerned that 
they should realize that where 
football holliganism involves 
public violence it needs to be 
the subject of sentences which 
manifestly express society’s con¬ 
demnation, of. violent, crime.” 

Mr Johnson had .sent him a 
petition from 1^300 constituents 
seeking stronger sentences.

Number of 
killings 
doubles in 
15 years

In the past 15 years the- rate 
of murder, manslaughter and 
infanticide has doubled in 
England and . -Wales - and the 
figures show, a significant rise 
in homicides 1 committed with 
knives, a report' published today 
says. -i 

The document, from the 

Office : of Hgalth Economics, 

says that children in their first 
year are tbe age group most at 
risk, and then young males in 
their twenties. The latter are 
also the group most likely to 
commit such a killing. 

In the first h al f of the 1970s 
about one in (every three male 
homicide victims were killed by 
stabbing, as opposed to one in 
seven in the 195051 Poisoning, 
as frequent as stabbing in the 
fifties,, now accounts for on* ™ 
50 homicides. 

But by jiatiouaJ historical and 
present incecoatiomd standards 
British homicide rates are rela¬ 
tively low, the report says, _ In 
the united States the equiva¬ 
lent figure was more than_ 10 
times greater: 105 a. million, 
against about 10 a. million hj 
1973 in Englan d and Wales. 

One reason given for the high 
number of murders in the 
United States was the easy 
avaffilabihcy of firearms, which 
in 1973 accounted, with explo¬ 
sives, for just over 67 per cent 
of the 20,465 recorded victims. 
Racial and linke d s ocio¬ 
economic factors suggested that 
cultural background was 
important. 

The report notes that there 
is a close similarity of . social 
circumstances between - grou ps 
most likely to commit murder 
and those at the highest risk of 
being murdered. That' was 
partly because about 60 per 
cent of faixnkades • occurred 
within family groups or 
between lovers. Tbe most com¬ 
mon motive was rage or 
jealousy. 

Tbe office concludes that it 
would be useful to prepare pub¬ 
lished homicide statistics in 
Britain » such a way as to 
permit a breakdown of the. 
social Hmk and cnSturaJ back¬ 
ground of both' victims and 
people believed to be respons¬ 
ible for their deaths. 

At present official figures 
concentrated mainly on legal 
definitions and the judicial 
response. A broader basis for 
recording them could throw 
mare light on social reform 
factors linked to murder and 
perhaps open a way to effective 
prevention.

Stability of broadcasting ‘threatened’ 


By A Staff Reporter 

The outstanding feature of 
the British system of broad¬ 
casting has been its stability, 
but there are signs that that 
stability may _ soon be under¬ 
mined, -according to an article 
in Llogds Bank Review, pub¬ 
lished today. 

All the signs, which come at 
a time when a reexamination of 
broadcasting by the Annan com: 
mi tree is in progress, suggest, 
say the three authors of the 
article, that there may be 
opportunities in the next five 
years for fundamental changes 
in the broadcasting system. 

The technical limitations on 
tbe supply of programmes 
which were imposed by a short¬ 
age of channels or frequencies 
and which provided the ration¬ 
ale for a centralized broadcast¬ 
ing system have been breached 
by developments in cable sys¬ 
tems and other technologies. 

-The financial stability that 
gave the system a degree of 
certainty was threatened by a 
combination of inadequate 
revenues and soaring costs. The 
stress was-such that both BBC 
and commercial broadcasters 


had to repeat programmes fre¬ 
quently . and to make other 
economies. 

The consensus on social 
values from which centralized 
broadcasting drew its support 
appeared to be eroding and was 
increasingly criticized .from all 
sides, especially for its coverage 
of important public issues. 

- The authors .of the. .article, 
Mr J. D. Abel, Assistant Pro¬ 
fessor of Television and Radio 
ax Michigan State University, 
Mr R. A. Hill, research fellow 
at Exeter University, and Dr 
M. W. Spicer, lecturer in econo¬ 
mics at Exeter University, say 
it seemed appropriate to go 
back to first principles and ask 
what was wanted from broad¬ 
casting and then suggest how 
the present system could be 
changed to meet those wants. 

If the country derided it did 
npt want or could not afford 
more television channels, then 
diversity might be increased by 
reducing competition, so cutting 
out wasteful duplication of simi¬ 
lar types of programmes. One 
way to do that would be to per¬ 
suade the BBC .to refrain from 
competition for audiences with 


commercial broadcasting andi 
use both of its channels to a 
ride more programmes t *■ 
were- complementary.

Treasures of the Thracian priest-kings

An exhibition of mure than 
• six hundred gold, silrer and 
'■ bronze treasures of the 
s Thracian civilization, dating 
Jfrnm the Fourth millennium bc 
H o the first century bc, which 
thas been assembled from 35 
larrhacnlogical collections in 
Bvlgaria, opens to the public 
far the Britisb ' Museum 1 on 
Th;!r*da.r. 

_ The main part of the exltibi- 
t» » has already been shown in 
Moscow, Leningrad, Paris and 
Vimna. as well as in Sofia, 
vi-cre it was first mounted in 
1972. But excavations of the 
cs-;.nated 20,000 Thracian 
huri'il mounds and tombs in 
Hi -‘••aria are now proceeding at 
n rate of 200-250 a year, and 
ah ui; eighty recent finds will 
be tin display for the first time 
in T . .melon. 

Tfuunp those are five exqur- 
siiolv worked silver Rous.se 
irv suits, dating from Hie 
tin ah century hc. which com¬ 
prise three rhyta (drinking 
vessels! in 1 the shape of a horse, 
a hull and a sphynx, a gold 
embossed silver plate depicting 
a deer being attacked hy a 
griffin, and a silver jug deco¬ 
rated wirh a double frieze in 
relief of a scene from Hie cele¬ 
bration of Dionysian mysteries. 

Three uf rhe Rousse treasures, 
which are considered one of the 
nn.isr important archeological 
finds in recent years, were dis¬ 
covered by chance lasr Decem¬ 
ber by a fanner w hile ploughing 
a plot of long-disused land iu 
the Rousse district of Bulgaria. 
They were lying less than four 
feet under the surface. 

All archaeological finds belong 
by law to the state. But the 
finder Is rewarded (and dis¬ 
couraged from secret hoarding) 
by the payment of a quarter of 
the hypothetical value of the 
often priceless objects. The 
\“rmer was given 3.500 leva 
.about £1.7501. 


The three brothers who in 
1943 discovered rhe Fanagyu- 
rishte treasure, another feature 
of the exhibition, were given 
20,000 leva. This treasure is a 
set of nine solid gold drinking 
vessels, weighing more than 
141b and decorated with scenes 
of Greek gods and heroes, which 
dure from about 300 bc. 

The fifth-third centuries bc 
marked the socio-economic and 
cultural flowering of the Thra- 
ciau civilization in rhe Balkan 
peninsula. It was greatly influ¬ 
enced by the two great neigh¬ 
bouring cultures in the Near 
East and in Greece. But despite 
many foreign influences, the 
Thracian culture retains ics own 
peculiar characteristics. 

The Thracian civilization is 
one of the oldest in Europe, as 
the gold treasures from the 
Varna necropolis (c 3500 bc. 
Copper Age) and those _of the 
Vulcliitrun tomb (c 1500 BC. 
Bronze Age), which form pan 
of the present exhibition, bear 
witness. 

The Greek historian 
Herodotus (fifth century ac) 
was one uf the first to describe 
the people of ancient Thrace, 
ranking them “ the most numer¬ 
ous people in the world after 
the Indians”, and expressing 
the view that they would have 
been the most invincible of all 

S les had they been united 
r a single ruler. 

The population numbered 
about one million, but with the 
exception of the period of the 
Kingdom.of Odrissae in the fifth 
century Bd, it was never, united,' 
being ruled instead by a number 
of tribal priest-kings. It is .from 
their tombs that most of the 
treasures come. Thrace fell 
under the power of Philip II of 
Mncedon in the third century 
cc, and then of Alexander the 
Great, whb completed its con¬ 
quest. 

The Thracians contributed to, 
as well as borrowed front, the 
other cultures with which they 


came into contact through trade, 
alliances and invasions. The cult 
nf Dionysius and the myth of 
Orpheus are claimed to be 
Thracian creations, for example. 
Two outstanding features of 
early Thracian art are a pref¬ 
erence for animal forms and 
symbolic ornamentation. 

The Thracian religion, like 
their art, was a synthesis of ele¬ 
ments from many ancient cults, 
including the cult of the Min. 
often symbolized by concern ric 
circles, and of the earth. They 
also believed in a happy 
anthropomorphic after-life. 

When a baby was bom the 
Thracians cried and sang s.id 
songs about his future trouble* 
in this world. But when some¬ 
one died there wu* areai fv.i.i- 
ing. dancing and jubilation, inr 
this was the beginning of u life 
uf bliss. 

It was nevertheless thought 
that the dead man unuld need 
practical objects jn his afrer- 
lifc. and so he was buried with 
cooking pots, drinking vessels, 
food, jewelry, armour .nid 
horse-trappings, and sometimes 
his favourite horse. 

Herodotus even said that 
wives were killed and buried 
with their husbands, bur that is 
difficult to verify. 

The Thracians worshipped a 
horseman-god. who is depicted 
on various objects and votive 
tablets from the fourth century 
bc onwards. Their horses, 
horse-trap pings, armour and 
weapons were a great source 
of pride to the Thracians, and 
die tombs contain many, such 
beautifully fashioned objects. 

The exhibition has been lent 
bv the People’s Republic of 
Bulgaria in accordance with a 
cultural agreement signed in 
1974. Additional materia] has 
been lent by the Ashraolean 
Museum. Oxford. It will be 
open from 10 am to 5 pm on 
weekdays and from 2.30 pm to 
6 pm on Sundays. Admission 
is free.

Councils ‘cutting spending 
on school equipment’

Local education authorities 
are cutting spending ou new; 
school equipment because of 
rising costs, the National Union 
of Teachers, says in a report on 
spending nn educational equip¬ 
ment. published today. 

A survey conducted by the 
union shows that many authori¬ 
ties have not reached the level 
of capitation recommended for 
1975 by tlic Association of 
Education Committees. It 
says it is clear that authorities 
would have to consider 
increases of at least 30 per 
cent if the present level nf 
allowances is to be maintained 
in 1976-77. 

The report was prepared by 
the union's education depart¬ 
ment from information pro¬ 
vided hy 27 companies produc¬ 
ing school equipment. 

A furniture manufacturer 
estimated that there was a 50 
to 70 per cent decrease in 
demand for school furniture 
daring 1975. The price of a 
pack uf drawing hooks rose by 
7P per cent during the year. 
The cost of cravens for art and 
craft rose hv between 50 and 


60 per cent and there was a 
43 per cent increase in the 
price of exercise books, 

Mr Fred Jarvis, general 
secretary of the union, said: 
'• Cutbacks in spending un 
educational equipment have a 
direct effect on the quality of 
education that can be provided. 

“The ‘make do and mend’ 
situation means that children 
suffer because they are not 
given the proper tools for 
learning and teachers suffer 
because they are ex peered to 
make up for deficiencies in the 
equipment with which they 
have to work. 

“ An iuadcquute language 
laboratory, for instance, means 
that the teacher can give less 
individual attention to each 
child. An increase in van¬ 
dalism is also to bc expected 
where furnishings and equip¬ 
ment are of noor quality and 
cannot be replaced.” 

The report tell* of an 
instance in UYst Sussex where 
.-chools asked parents to make 
up the deficit caused by inade¬ 
quate capitation allowances. 
Funds raised by parent-teacher 
associations were used to buy 
bnoks and materials.

After criticism' last month by 
the Geneva-based International 
Commission of Jurists, the mili¬ 
tary leadership promised that 
those involved in revolts would 
be brought to trial soon.

Passive role 
of police 
at Basque 
protests

'Police adopted a vigilant but 
passive role when several 
thousands of demonstrators 
massed in the two main Basque 
cities of San Sebastian and 
Bilbao today, calling on the 
Government to grant -,fuU 
amnesty for political prisoners. 
The police, under orders from 
Senor Manuel Fraga. Iribame, 
Spain’s new 1 Minister- of the- 
Interior, to keep things cool, 
allowed both demonstrations to 
be held-- .- 

The main protest took place 
in Bilbao..last.xright,. j when 500. 
people, mostly families and 
friends of' political prisoners, 
began an -all-night sit-in at the 
Church of San Azxron in the. old 
part of the city. After morn¬ 
ing mass, they left the church. 
Joined by more than 5,000 
people, they marched the mile 
and a half to the civil gover¬ 
nor’s office with' the intention 
of delivering a petition signed 
by several thousands calling for 
a full political amnesty. 

However, the police had' 
sealed off the building^ and 
refused to allow the petition to 
be delivered. Although riot 
police had drawn their batons 
and vehicles were-used to push 
back-the demonstrators,-there 
were no serioud. clashes; after 
chanting-for.- liberty—and-. 
amnesty, the demonstrators dis¬ 
persed." 

A crowd of some 2.0T0 
gathered in the centre of San 
Sebastian for an amnescy 
demonstration, but again the 
police made no attempt to 
intervene. 

According to the Government, 
there were about 1,000 political 
prisoners in Spain at tiie time 
of General Franco’s death, of 
whom almost half have been 
released under' King Juan 
Carlos’s partial amnesty; but 
opposition sources contended 
tnat the total held for political 
offences was about 2,000, of 
whom only some 200 had been 
freed. 

The Interior Minister said 
last week that until a full study 
had been made of existing laws, 
the Government would enforce 
the present legislation with 
what be called “flexible cri¬ 
teria”. That seems to mean 
that if demonstrations do not 
disturb law and order, they will 
now be tolerated.

Israel plans to boycott 
Geneva peace talks 
if PLO is also invite* 


From Moshe Brilliant 
Tel Aviv, Jan 4 
Israel today served notice 
that it will boycott the Genera 
peace negotiations and the 
Middle East debate iu the 
United Nations Security Council 
opening on January 12 if the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza¬ 
tion (PLO) is invited to partici¬ 
pate. 

The announcement was made 
in Jerusalem after a Cabinet 
discussion on directives to Mr 
Yigal Alton, die foreign Mini¬ 
ster, who is going to die United 

States this week for consulta¬ 
tions with Washington officials 
in connexion with the Security 
Council debate. 

The Cabinet stated that any 
changes in previous Security 
Council resolutions, which form 
the basis for the Geneva peace 
talks, would disrupt moves to 
negotiate a secure and lasting 
peace. It expressed confidence 
that the United States will 
thwart the attempts Jn accord¬ 
ance with its undertakings 

Mr Rabin, the Prime Minis¬ 
ter, said the Security Council 
session could adopt far-reaching 
decisions that will Mock all 
prospects of peace and cause am 
escalation graver and faster 
than many expect. Israel, he 
said, must deploy to meet this 
situation. 

“We hare sufficient military 
power to give military backing 
for our freedom of political 
manoeuvre ”, lie stated. 

Addressing the General 
Council of the World Zionist 
Organization in Jerusalem, Mr 
Rabin said the imm ediate Arab 
aims were to get an imposed 
solution by getting Security 
Council adjudication instead of 
negotiations "between the 
arties.

South Africa is the last big 
country in the world to have 
a television system. Many of 
its_ smaller and Iks developed 
neighbours in Africa have had 
one for years. The delav was 
partly due to. the SABC’s deter¬ 
mination first to establish a 
multi-lingwpl radio service but 
also, and more importantly,. 
because many of the country’s 
leaders were concerned about 
the unsettling effect television 
might have on the population 
—white and black. 

Now, however, the country 
, has embarked on a course of 
action which cannot be reversed, 
although the Government will 
doubtlessly try to maintain the 
same sort of influence over 
television as they do over the 
SABC radio broadcasts. Tele¬ 
vision is here to stay, and both 
the medium’s supporters and 
opponents agree that it is 
bound to have a profound i nflu-

Melbourne, Jan 4. — Mart 
Edmondson, who works as an odd- 
job. man and pan-Jimc cleaner -to 
subsidize his tennis. today 
defeated John Newcombe, three 
times Wimbledon champion and a 
milli onaire, to win the Australia□ 
men's singles title here. Edmond' 
son, aged 21, won a long final in 
scaring heat by 6—*7, 6—3. 7—6. 
6—1 and was so stunned by bis 
success that be could hardly hold 
the winner’s cheque of £5,096. 

Newcombe. who has failed to 
win a title since defeating Jimmy 
Connors, of the United States, in 
this final last year, bad to be 
content with earnings of- £ 2 , 062 . 
Evonne Cawley won die women's 
singles, quickly defeating Renata 
To man Ova, of Czechoslovakia, the 
only overseas competitor to reach 
either singles final, by 6— 2 , 6—2, 
Edmondson’s victory was a re¬ 
markable effort. He is the first 
unseeded player to win this title— 
and he was playing In his first big 
tournament final. He has struggled 
ro make ends meet in the past. 
Today’s cheque more than doubles 
his earnings from tennis in the 
past three years. 

Play in the final was held up 
for more than 20 minutes after 
41-knot winds lashed tire court 
midway through the match. The 
players conferred with the umpire 
end decided to give the wind time 
to drop before continuing- It was 
Edmondson’s ability to adapt to 
the gusty conditions which won 
him the match. 

The burly Edmondson, nick¬ 
named “ Superman ” for his feats 
in outlasting opponents in long 
matches, had Newcombe at bis - 
mercy In the fourth and final set. 
Showing unlimited stamina, he 
crashed through Newcombe’s ser¬ 
vice twice to take the set in seven 
games. 

Edmondson, seemingly devoid 
of any big-match nerves, told the 
packed centre court after his vic¬ 
tory that he had been nervous last 
night but had managed to sleep It 
off. He said he had approached 
the final with the attitude that he 
had nothing to lose. 

Newcombe said that when the 
gale-force winds hit the stadium 
midway through the third set he 
thought it would take “ a man for 
all seasons ” to win, and Edmond¬ 
son had proved to be just that. 
Edmondson defeated another of 
the world’s great players yester¬ 
day, eliminating his fellow-A d s- 
tralian, Ken Rose wall, 6—l, 2—6, 

6—2, 6—4 In the semi-final round. 

He scampered around the court 
and peppered Rosewpli with a 
variety of passing shots. Edmond¬ 
son was not born when RosewaD 
won his first Australian singles 
title in 1953 and the top seed, now 
41, was rarely able to assert him , 
self against his eager young rival. 


The sweltering weather did not 
help Rose wall, though he .saved 
six match points before Edmond¬ 
son clinched victory. . Edmondson 
showed an impressive ground 
stroke game, breaking through 
with a series of fine > passing shots 
in the second and sixth games of 
the opening set. Rose wall re¬ 
gained some of his old touch to 
take the second set, but Edmond¬ 
son broke through again in the 
third game of the third set as 
the large crowd, sensing an upset, 
began to cbeer him on. 

The players exchanged breaks 
of service early in the fourth set 
before Edmondson broke Rosewall 
again In the seventh game. Rose- 
wall saved a match point in the 
ninth game and five more in the 
tenth before Edmondson wrapped 
up the contest. Edmondson Is an 
all-round athlete who gave up 
promising careers In rugby, swim 
ming and soccer to concentrate on 
tennis. 

Newcombe, the defending cham¬ 
pion. never looked like loslog bis 
semi-final match, though the 
gruelling third set with Ruff els 
weer to a tie-break before New¬ 
combe’s superior temperament 
and experience saw him through. 

In contrast to the men’s final, 
the women’s was over in 56 
min cures. Miss Tom an ova was 
visibly affected bv the heat and 
never really got into the match. 
Her one highlight was capturing 
Mrs Cawley’s service in the second 
game of the second set when the 
Australian girl seemed to relax; 
but that was the last game Miss 
Tomanova won.

Yachting 


France’s new World Cup 
is not all that it seems 


Paris, Jan 3.—A World Cup for 
yachting will be introduced this 

f ear by the French Yachting 
ederatfon and the sports news¬ 
paper, L’Eqmpe, it was announced 
here today. 

The Cup, limited to the five 
Olympic series—Finn. 470, Flying 
Dutchman, Tornado and Soling— 
wm award points In a given num¬ 
ber of regattas on the lines of 
the World Ski Cup and the World 
Motor Racing Drivers’ champion¬ 
ship. 

The winner will be the yachts¬ 
man or crew wbo totals the most 
points from their best four per-. 
fonnauces. 

Xavier de Roux, the president 
of tbe French federation, said a 
final decision bad not yet been 
taken on whether there would be 
one overall winner or one for 
each series. “ I drink the original 
idea was that there should be five 
cup winners as we were concerned 
that the new cup might lead to pro¬ 
fessionalism with yachtsmen think¬ 
ing more of the cup and not suffi¬ 
ciently about each race. But a 
final decision has not yet been 
taken ”, he said. 

The seven events counting to¬ 
wards the cup this year will be 
the sld-yachting cup at Cannes, 
the regattas at Hyeres, France, 
and Weymouth, two regattas in 
Kiel, the Olympic regattas In 
Kingston. Canada, and the Euro¬ 
pean championships.—Reuter. 

John NidboBs writes: Many of 
the nominated regattas for the 
World Cup will already be 
included In tbe programmes of 
the likely entrants for the series 
which is probably why they were 


chosen- So the event is unlikely to 
increase greatly the number of 
competitors at the various regattas. 
What it will do, possibly, is 
provide incentive for. treating the 
series as a whole, rather than as 
seven separate meetings. Whether 
yachtsmen want this additional 
pressure when many of them are 
already stretched to their limits 
of time and expense. Is another 
matter. 

In any case Jt seems presump¬ 
tuous of the French to call their 
new trophy a World Cup, when 
ail but one of the events will be 
held in Europe. Tbe odd race out, 
tbe Olympics in Canada, is a 
curiously unrepresentative inclu¬ 
sion, because only one boat per 
class per nation is allowed in the 
Olympics. 

Unless VEqidpe Is prepared to 
sponsor entries from the Ameri¬ 
cas, Australia and New Zealand, 
it looks as if the series will be 
exclusively European. If sponsor¬ 
ship is intended, then there Is the 
possibility of the amateur aspect 
of yachting being further eroded. 

Owners of boats in the Tempest 
class may be either peeved or 
relieved that theirs is the only 
Olympic class not included in the 
new series. This is probably 
because Tempests are not popular 
in France, but ic is bard on the 
British (among others) who are 
particularly good in the class. 
Whatever the reason it seems 
certain that the Tempest will not 
receive support from the French 
wben tbe International Yacht 
Racing Union choose tbe classes to 
compete in tbe Olympics of 15S0.

Cup holders receive the old one-two

Life is largely lack and timing. 
The same goes for the FA Cup. 
and ic was the timing of this third 
round tie at Upton Park on Satur¬ 
day that helped Liverpool tn a 
totally convincing 2—0 win over 
tiie holders. West Ham United. 

Liverpool would probably have 
mastered most sides in their form 
of this day. But they were Inc by 
In the sense that they now faced a 
West Ham team, not only out of 
form in recent weeks, but further 
crippled by a spate of injuries. 
There was no Bands to proride 
the midfield drive; no Tommy 
Taylor of offer solidity at the 
heart of defence ; no McDowell at 
foil back; and no Robson to give 
a waspish, competitive sting to the 
attack. And to add to their woes, 
neither Lampard nor Alan Taylor, 
the hero at Wembley last year, 
were 100 per cent fit when they 
took the stage. 

We st Ham indeed resembled an 
army in some disarray, and though 
they stood their ground bravely 
to contest every yard of the wav, 
theirs was a losing battle from the 
start. Lining up in a 4—4—2 for¬ 
mation—with only Alan Taylor 
and Jennings as lonely bombardiers 
up front—they were unable to 
turn tbe screw on their formidable 
enemy. 

Liverpool took one look at the 
opposition at the kick-off, summed 
up the situation at a glance, and 
clearly decided that all-oat attack 
would be the wisest policy. It paid 
handsome dividends, and if one 
were to say that they could hare 
won by four or five dear goals it 
would be no exaggeration. Only 
untidy finishing and acrobatic 
goalkeeping oF Day kept the score 
within respectable bounds. 

Having thus swept the holders 
imperiously out of their path. 
Liverpool must now travel to 
Derby in three weeks’ rime for 
what should prove a titanic 


struggle, In their present mood 
not even that prospect will daunt 
diem. And Derby County them¬ 
selves must be warned that if they 
are to put paid to Merseyside as a 
whole, there are three men in 
particular they must muzzle. They 
arc Keegan, Toshack, and Case. 

Liverpool in all, of course, are 
a solid powerful unit, fully 
tongued and grooved fore and aft, 
able to play instinctively to each 
other almost with their eyes closed. 
But while one admired the general 
covering at the back where Hughes 
and Thompson never put a foot 
wrong as they took the sting out 
of the stylish Brooking and 
Paddnn, it was the attacking com¬ 
bination of those other three that 
destroyed West Ham. However, 
one wonders what Liverpool would 
do should Toshack’s power in the 
air be blanketed. That is what 
Derby must aim for. 

It was Case who passed the 
ammunition from midfield; 
Toshack and Keegan, playing per¬ 
fectly to each other, did the 
firing up front, and that was all 
there was to it- West Ham—and 
poor McCiren, in particular, re¬ 
placing the unfit Tommy Taylor at 
centre-half—could do little about 
it. as Toshack rose like a mythical 
Liver Bird to nod down Case’s 
lobs to the feet of the darting 
Keegan, who flitted here, there 
and everywhere with undiluted 

joy- 

Tn the end, it was virtually the 
men against the boys as Keegan, 
10 minutes from half-time, and 
then Toshack, near the finish, put 
paid to West Ham’s hopes. Both 
goals were expertly worked—the 
first as Toshack and Keegan, play¬ 
ing bead tennis, as it were, to a 
deep cross by Case, worked a 
double one-two for Keegan to 
smash home his shot off the inside 
of a post. West Ham, caught hall 
watching, could only gape. The 
second saw little Keegan return 


the compliment to his lofty accom¬ 
plice. Receiving from a swift, 
Case-Heigh way move out of de¬ 
fence, Keegan fairly skated past 
McGiven and Coleman, drew 
Lampard, and left Day naked 
under his cross-bar. All Toshack 
bad to do was to pick his spot at 
leisure. 

Only gaping misses by High¬ 
way, Toshack, Keegan and Callag¬ 
han, and two wonde rfu l save* by 
Day to thunderbolts from Case, 
allowed West Ham to depart with 
an outward show of self-respect. 
Some of their moves, fed by 
Brooking and rite promising young 
Curbishley, flowed sweetly at 
times only to break ou the barrier 
of Hughes and Thompson. Apart 
from one HyJ °3 save by Clemente 
to Brooking that Was as much as 
the holders could offer. Yet in all 
it was a cultured, wen mannered 
match, finely refereed, happily 
free of incident and dispute, a 
credit to the game at large. 

Before the kick-off, the Cup 
itself was on display on a table 
at the couchline. Decked in West 
Ham’s coloured ribbons now 
streaming in the breeze, it glinted 
in the afternoon sun. It was 
almost a premonition : an invita¬ 
tion to East London to take a 
farewell look at tbe prize before 
it departed elsewhere.

If the second alternative 
is adopted the burden will even¬ 
tually fall on the backs of tbe 
already hard-pressed taxpayer, 
rather than 00 that of compara¬ 
tively few people, who with a 
substantial Increase in prize money 
might'be able to - continue their 
bobby, which provides countless 
jobs end enjoyment for so many.

Hitting hard and chasing is best in rain

Vrientine -Ctmningfaam’s theme 
is that, with a few fine excep¬ 
tions, Nonconformity was not 
fairiy depicted in Victorian 
nOTds." Dissent was considered 
second-class -religion, - and Dis¬ 
senters made to be second-class 
dozens” Victorian, novelists 
“ did not exaggerate when they 
presented the great soqial golf 
; that lay . between Church and 
Chapel’*. It did inhibit their' 
d e a ling openly with Dissenters 
as fictional, characters, and with 
their wu\ing on the Dissenting, 
way of life and wo r s hip. 

There’ is some troth in this. 
The degree of misrepresenta¬ 
tion, or lack of understanding, 
should not be got out of focus. 
It is easy to think of unattrac¬ 
tive Nonconformist preachers in 
Victorian fiction. The Church 
of England was not Inunuri^. 
Jane Austen’s Mr Collins, al¬ 
though outside Mr Ctuming-- 
hanx’s time scale, is a prototype 
of many Anglican clergymen in 
Victorian -fiction. Mr Elton is 


not much more likable. Trol¬ 
lope’s Rev Obadiah Slope is 
far from being an admirable 
character. Dr Gaster in Head¬ 
long Hall has been called “an 
ignoble brute ”, and Peacock 
was an arch-Tory. Also, while 
the life of the more extreme 
practising Dissenters .may have 
been depicted ccs insufferably 
dull and graceless, what comes 
through in many novels in spite 
of this is its integrity- Such men 
and women, and their counter¬ 
parts in reality, were the moral 
strength and commercial back¬ 
bone of England. 

These are impressions. Mr 
Cunningham’s reading and docu¬ 
mentation are that of the 
scholar. He explores the variety 
of Dissent, and its effect on the 
Novel. He deals- with its con¬ 
nexion . with Radicalism. He 
shows the importance for the 
Victorian Novel of Dissent’s 
regionalism. The birthplaces 
and backgrounds of the Brontes, 
Mrs Gaskell, Hardy, and Mark 
Rutherford inevitably condi¬ 
tioned their tales, and nowhere 
more than when they were deal¬ 
ing with Dissent. 

Examining the works of these 
writers, and of George Eliot, 
Dickens, and Mrs Oliphant, he 
shows them in a new light. It 
is rightly concentrated on the 
single aspect Of his study- It 
does often illumine the whole. 


Dick e ns he sees as having a 
“ clamant unseriousness about 
.Nonconformity *\ But then, 
“everything tended to become 
a Joke in his fiction* 5 . For 
spiritual and experiential truth 
about Dissenters we must read 
George Eliot. “ No great English 
novelist has got closer than 
George Eliot to the heart of the 
Dissenting matter.** 

’• Yet even she, for one reason 
or another, could misunder¬ 
stand, or misrepresent, the 
Methodist doctrine of repent¬ 
ance based on confession. In 
Adam Bede Hetty Sorrel’s re¬ 
prieve may have been a politic 
concession to the reader (both 
Hardy and Dickens could be 
equally weak) but, as Mr Cun¬ 
ningham observes, “there is 
little in Hetty’s repentance that 
would have given substance to a 
Methodist sermon**. He con¬ 
trasts the fictional scene vividly 
with what aomall y happened 
when Mary Voce, on whose 
tragedy Adam Bede was based, 
was led to execution; her 
euphoria on the way to the 
gallows, her exhortations to the 
crowd to take warning by her, 
her joy at the moment of death. 
These were the real fruits of 
confession. But this is a small 
smudge on Adam Bede’s right 
to be seen as “the first truly 
Methodist novel ”. It was puS 
lished in 1859, an annus mira- 


bilis which also saw the first 
appearance .of On Liberty, 
Origin of Species, The Ordeal 
of Richard Feverel, the 
Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam, 
Idylls of the King, Rab and his 
Friends, mid A Tale of Two 
Cities. 

Mr Cunningham beads bis 
chapter on William Bale White 
“Was there a Revolution in 
Tanner’s lane ? 55 A life-long 
admirer-of “ Mark Rutherford 3 
(and of his even more remark¬ 
able father) can sense here some 
mixed feelings. White may 
have been prejudiced by his 
expulsion as a student from the 
Congregational New College be¬ 
cause of his “ modernism **, but 
he was as sincere a novelist of 
Dissent; according to his lights, 
as any there has been. The 
Revolution m Tanner’s Lane is, 
in any case, a broken-backed 
book. The Autobiography, The 
Deliverance, and many of his 
other writings breathe a natural 
air of Dissent. He was brought 
up in it. He sought to be honest 
about it. And his denial that 
John Broad was a portrait of 
John Jukes should be accepted. 
It must be added that Mr' Cun- 
niDgbam’s study of Mrs Gaskell 
as one of the Victorian novelists 
“most open towards Dissent** 
is excellent.

Such thoughts arise out of 
Heinrich Boll’s noveHa—one 
leading critic here called it “a 
sloppy Mttle masterpiece ”—The 
Lost Honour of Katharine Blum, 
winch Volker ScMdndorff and 
Margarethe : von Iron a have 
now turned into the best West 

German film since Werner 
Herzog’s reconstruction of the 
extraordinary case of Kaspar 
Hauser.. One xtiititt during the 
erotic hurly-buriy of Coio^ie’s 
turbulent pre-Leoten Kaniaval , 
young Katharina, who works as 
housekeeper for a lawyer end 
his architect wife, falls victim, 
together with young Ludwig, to 
the temporary derangement of 
mutual love ’at first right. 
During their first and last 
Liebesnacht fa her fiat, when, 
be says the podace want him' as 
a deserter, she gives him the 
key to a rich firaend’s. country 
cottage and he leaves to hide 
there. 

Half an hour later, aU hefi 
breaks loose. In a military 
operation only a trifle less 
massive titan the storming of 
Mamie Cassfao, swarms of 
armoured policemen enter— 
and - utterly rt pmrAiia h—I farfia- 

rima’s flat. Their chief, almost 
apoplectic over finding it other¬ 
wise empty, bellows out Katha¬ 
rine's lover’s true identity, and 
we clearly recognize Ludwig as 
a reasonable facsimile of 
Andreas Baader, now on trial 
in Stuttgart together with 
Uhike Memhof mid two fellow 
urban guerrillas. for, among 
other things, a number of bank 
robberies and murders. 

Enter the film’s true villain, 
a perfervid reporter for a paper 
simply named Zeitung, (In the 
non-fiction introduction to his 
novella, the Nobel laureate 
Ball actually gave his bite 
noire’s real name: Axel Sprin¬ 
ger’s'biggest money-maker, the 
ultra-sensational . BUd-Zeitung.) 

Zeitung, within mere days, 
totally destroys not only 
Katharina’s reputation but her 
entire existence as vpelL When 
its reporter — symbolically 
speaking, her murderer-^—finally 
proposes their joint, total mer¬ 
chandizing of her person's 
potential for further media, she 
shoots him dead. In the film’s 
posdude, we attend his funeral; 


it boasts as many flowers as a 
Chicago gangster’s. The ribbon 
on one wreath calls him, with 
inadvertent dotible-entendre, a 
“ victim of bis _ profession ”, 
Zeitimgs fur-bearing publisher, 
his voice throbbing with vibrato 
as he glorifies the freedom of 
the- press, intones to the 
mourners, 6 Anyone who attacks 
Zeitung attacks all of us ”. The

legend: “ Resemblance to actual

. One welcomes, after a long 
scarcity of them, a - West Ger¬ 
man fum which comes to grips 
with contemporary social pro¬ 
blems, in this instance a daily 
press which, on its lowest but 
most voraciously read level, pro¬ 
bably has no comparably evil 
equivalent - anywhere m ihe 
world. One wishes Schlondorrt 
and Trotta had hit even harder, 
but in the circumstances one 
must exercise a certain sympa¬ 
thetic understanding for their 
peculiar problems. _ 

Even ti ymg h the film might, 
without going beyond documen¬ 
tary fact, have shocked con¬ 
siderably more, it still manages 
to shock enough. Police, 
brutality, flagrant violation of 
civil rights, character assassina¬ 
tion and even, in practical fact, 
tried by the public prints < 11 
these things have a grim 
familiarity for any concerned 
observer of the current West 
German scene. 

If the film’s makers have 
given us an engaged, fiction¬ 
alized, prosy documentation, 
they have not riven ns a work 
of p ainfully realistic but poetic 
art—and they could have with 
the application of only a bit 
more creative artistic en¬ 
deavour. Angela Winkler plays 
the title role with dignity, in¬ 
nocence, helpless inarticulate 
outrage, md utter conviction, 
and Jurgen Prochnow, as the 
fugitive .Ludwig, skilfully alter¬ 
nates between infinite hardness 
and mfinite tenderness. Until 
Dieter Laser’s portrayal of the 
reporter, in Ins ultimate con¬ 
frontation with Katharina, 
swiftly disintegrates under silly 
writing, ham acting, and over- 
indulgent directing, he gives an 
admirable portrayal of a man 
wbo has. almost literally, sold 
his intelligence, his abilities, 
and his very soul to the devil 
for a mess of contemporary 
West German economic miracle 
pottage. The relative one-sided¬ 
ness of Mario Adorfis portrayal 
of the police chief probably 
lies more in the script than in 
his acting. 

It is no surprise that over 
tiie past few days many of West 
Germany’s critics have been 
nominating Katharina Blum as 
the film of 1975.

Royal Shakespeare, 1976 Tmngwardie 
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“We’re perfectly prepared to 
stay quiet about our money for 
the moment,” said Trevor Nunn, 
announcing plans for the Royal 
Shakespeare Company’s 1976 
operations, which include sea¬ 
sons ar the Roundhouse and 
Stratford’s'Other Place, besides 
the ma i" Royal Shakespeare 
Theatre and Aldwych pro¬ 
grammes. 

. The main Stratford, season 
consists of six productions, all 
directed by Mr Nunn and John 
Barton, and featuring a record 
number of RSC associate 
artists. It opens on March 29 
with Romeo and Juliet and con¬ 
tinues with Much Ado About 
Nothing, The Winter’s Tale, 


Troilus and Ctesstda, The 
Comedy of Errors, and King 
Lear, Ian McKellen plays 
Romeo, Donald Sinden Lear, 
and other leads include David 
Waller John Wood vine, 
Michael Williams, Judi Dench, 
Francesca Anuis, and Barbara 
Leigh-Hunt. All six plays will 
be performed on a per manen t 
stage designed by John Napier 
and Chris Dyer, who will also 
design the five productions at 
the Other Place: Brecht’s 
Sckaeik in the Second World 
War, a revival of Charles 
Wood’s Dingo. Macbeth (star¬ 
ring McKellen), David Edgar’s 
Destiny (directed by Ron 

D aniels) , and a revival of 
Edward Bond’s Bingo. 


After the run-out of Greene’s 
The Return of A. J. Raffles, the 
Aldwych returns to the reper¬ 
toire principle on January 16 
with a transfer of Stratford’s 
1975 Henry IV-Henry V trilogy, 
plus The Merry Wives of 
Windsor-, to be followed (also 
in repertoire) by David Jones’s 
production of Gorky’s The 
Zykovs and Terry Hands’s pro¬ 
duction to Aleksei Arbuzov’s 
two-bander Old World, in u-bich 
Dame Peggy Ashcroft cele¬ 
brates her fifty years in the 
theatre. Peter Brbok's produc¬ 
tion of The Ik transfers from 
Paris- to ■ the Roundhouse on 
January 15 (running until Feb¬ 
ruary 28). 


Concerts have not exactly been 
thick on the ground in Tondon 
during the festive season, so it 
was with something like the ex¬ 
pectancy of a child promised 
another Christmas tree that I 
approached the reopening of 
Wigmore Hall for 1976 on Fri¬ 
day. The recitalist was Stephen 
McIntyre, Australian-born, now 
resident in London; he chose 
four admirable works and 
played them in a civilized, for 
the most part sensitive and 
appreciative fashion. 

He seemed most completely 
attuned to the four Ballades, 
op 10, of Brahms, finding the 
singing tone and spacious ex¬ 
pressiveness for the lyrical 
melodies, the unrest for the 
rapid changes of mood in 
“Edward”. He suggested the 
chill northern cli m a t e which 
distinguishes early from later 
Brahms. The desideratum was 
a sense of mystery, particularly 
in the middle section of No 4. 

To pick out Mr McIntyre’s 
Brahms is possibly unfair: there 
were alert and beautiful things 
in his reading of Beethoven’s 
op 101 A major sonata, especi¬ 
ally its first and third move¬ 
ments, and in' an affectionate 
account of Ravel’s sonatina, 
cool but obviously at home in 
that enchanted world. An ele¬ 
ment of pianistic magic, the 
touch that opens new casements 
and suggests what lies beyond 
the ones not yet approached, 
was missing, very occasionally 
but completely in the slow waltz 
of Prokofiev’s ' sixth sonata, 
played, alas 1 without a trace 
of the sensuous languor that 
makes . it such a delectable 
movement 

The Prokofiev, to be honest, 
did not suit Mr McIntyre since 
he was not interested in its 
steely virtuosity and, as else¬ 
where, tended to hurry fast 
music and give short measure 
to musical detail (in the fugue 
of op 101, and the Ravel finale’s 
main subject, and often in the 
Prokofiev). He has a smart 
technique, so- nerves may have 
been to blame (there were 
several tuir but musically im. 
portanc lapses of memory!: 
they are a sign of musical 
grace, even after 25 rears of 
public playing,'but still a pi tv. 

Saturday's recital was allied 
a “Musical Soiree”, and might 
have been termed a concert- 
party. Groups of works, about 
20 minutes at a time, were per¬ 
formed in turn by five singers, 
a flautist, and a solo pianist 
(several accompanying pianists 
were on hand as well). This 
sort of concert has certain 
financial advantages for the 
participating artists, and rcav 
offer the audience an agreeable

The sad condition of Britain is 
a management problem 


How Nato could help the world 
with disaster relief 


In an article in The Times on 
December 8, I pointed to the 
fact that British management is 
notorious abroad for precisely 
those shortcomings which in. 
Britain are commonly ascribed 
to trade unionists: among 
other things persisting in lazy, 
old fashioned and inefficient 
attitudes, and not devoting 
themselves responsibly enough 
to the job: taking more out of 
the firm man their work war¬ 
rants; being influenced by obso¬ 
lete class considerations. I drew 
the moral that these are charac¬ 
teristics of the British as a 
whole and not just of British 
workers—indeed, that they do 
more harm to the country in 
managers than in workers, since 
management is the key function 
in the economy. 

In recent weeks I have been 
bombarded with what are meant 
to be alibis, some of them from 
well-known and highly respec¬ 
ted management figures. These 
alibis differ, and some are in¬ 
compatible with each other. But 
tiie most persuasive—because it 
contains the largest element of 
truth—is well worth considera¬ 
tion. It goes as follows. 

For two decades now, 
Britain’s industrial performance 
has been poor. For most., of 
t h a t time the chief reason was 
that the large-scale investment 
r~a)lfvl for by modern develop¬ 
ments could not recoup itself 
out of a small and almost static 
home market such as ours, and 
therefore, being unable to pay 
for itself, did not take place. 
In consequence the overriding 
aim of industry became to get 
Britain into the European Com¬ 
munity : membership of a 
large, buoyant and expanding 
market would make possible 
the modernization of industry 
at home, followed by domestic 
expansion and prosperity. 

However, now that we are in 
tins market we find ourselves 
unable to supply it. This is 
because of two developments 
which have coincided with our 
period of membership. The 
first is that the proportion of 
the. gross national product 
which _ is taken up by public 
spending leapt from 49.4 per 
cent in 1971 to 562 per cent in 
1974. This sum has to be raised 
largely by taxation, most of 
which must inevitably be borne, 
one way or another, by the 
chief wealth-producing sector of 
society, namely industry. In 
other words the Government is 
appropriating what ought to be 
the investment capital, and

spending it as revenue. Fur¬ 
thermore, the fact that it 
refuses to Xet industry keep 
enough of its .profits is a con¬ 
tinuing disincentive to investors. 

Tbe second development, re¬ 
lated to this, is that the huge 
growth in public spending has 
produced an uprush of demand 
for skilled managers and pro¬ 
fessionals in the public sector, 
especially in local government, 
and at the same time provided 
the wherewithal to pay them 
salaries competitive with, indus¬ 
try. A tax system which elimi¬ 
nates most personal income over 
a comparatively modest level 
makes it impossible for industry 
to outbid the public sector effec¬ 
tively, especially when it is 
remembered that public service 
provides greater job security. 

In short, the Government is 
running off with the talent as 
well as the cash at a time when 
the country’s interests require 
that both'should go into pro¬ 
ductive industry. As a result 
our industry remains geared to 
the 1950s and government 
policy is perpetuating the 
country’s impoverishment. 

This analysis contains, as I 
said earlier, some truth. But the 
most valid feature of it has been 
taken up already into govern¬ 
ment policy. The reason why, 
although there are going to be 
no panic cuts in public expendi¬ 
ture this winter, the Govern¬ 
ment is planning cuts for each 
of the two subsequent years, is 
so that as the expected upturn 
in the economy gets under way 
the financial and human re¬ 
sources necessary for the ex¬ 
pansion of industry will be 
released by tbe public sector. 

As for profits, tiie Chancellor 
of the Exchequer said in The 
Sunday Times on December 14: 
“Company profits fell too law 
last year in Britain, as in many 
ocher countries. We must 
accept that our industrial stra¬ 
tegy will not work unless pro¬ 
fits can rise.” So allowing pro¬ 
fits to rise is declared govern¬ 
ment policy —though England 
expects that these increased 
profits will go into over-needed 
investment and not the pockets 
of shareholders. 

The trouble with manage¬ 
ment’s alibi is that it leaves too 
much out of account. _ The fact 
that German industry invests 50

per cent more per worker than 
ours in spite of a lower rate of 
post<ax profitability knocks the 
bottom out of the argument that 
the Labour Government’s taxes 
are responsible for inadequate 
investment. The Heath govern¬ 
ment offered private industry 
an unprecedented range of sub¬ 
sidies, grants, rebates and other 
direct inducements to invest, 
and became increasingly non¬ 
plussed at the continuing lack 
of response. Income tax was re¬ 
jigged in favour of the better \ 
off, but that did not have the I 
desired effect either. i 

The failure to invest has been 1 
constant—therefore it cannot be I 
due to wicked socialist policies. I 
It certainly cannot be said to be 
due now to lack of funds, for 
there are ^plenty of funds 
around in industry and the 
banking system. Furthermore 
tbe proportion of personal in¬ 
comes which are being saved 
has soared to 14 per cent, and 
seems still to be rising—in fact 
tbe marginal propensity to save 
is now, astoundingly, more than 
20 per cent. 

The argument about talent is 
as faulty as the argument about 
cash. Posts at the higher salary 
levels in the public sector, 
including local authorities, have 
been filled almost entirely by 
promotion, and it is only much 
lower down that appreciable 
numbers of new people have 
been taken on. The private 
sector has filched scarcely any 
top management from produc¬ 
tive industry 

Management is really at its 
old game of blaming everyone 
but itself—chiefly the Govern¬ 
ment and the unions—for its 
own glaring shortcomings. The 
truth oE the matter is that wliat 
British industry is suffering 
from more than anything else is 
bad management-had manage¬ 
ment which, as I began by say¬ 
ing, is notorious throughout the 
world. The most dangerous 
thing about even management's 
best alibi is that if its implica¬ 
tions were acted on they would 
translate straight into the Con¬ 
servative Party's two overriding 
political demands: that we tax 
the well off less, and that we 
cut the social services. 

To do so would be to perpet¬ 
uate standards of management 
which we should be doing every 
thing in our power to relegate 
to the past.

Nature has^ no regard for 
political frontiers, and in con¬ 
sequence, nearly all actions, 
both for preventing natural 
disasters as well as for provid¬ 
ing for relief, give rise to 
international action. For exam¬ 
ple, action by France and Ger¬ 
many to regulate the waters of 
the Rhine avoids flooding in 
Holland; tbe meteorological 
stations of different nations 
give early warning of cyclones, 
the victims of eanhquakes apd 
floods are the object of relief 
by many nations; rhe drought 
and consequent fa mine suf¬ 
fered by the nations of the 
Sahara gave rise to an aid pro¬ 
gramme of international pro¬ 
portions, of which the western 
world, and more particularly 
Nato member countries, con¬ 
tributed the major share. 

Yet, in spite of the inter¬ 
national character of the pre¬ 
ventive and relief measures 
being self-evident, most nations 
cling to the concept of bila¬ 
teral rather than multilateral 
action, particularly in the case 
of disaster relief. Is this a 
result of the belief that tiie 
,c good deeds * should receive 
their reward in this life rather 
than the next? Or is it because 
of the ingrained attitude of 
governments wherebv political 
or economic advantages must 
accrue to the “ donor rr 
country? Or can it be attribut¬ 
ed to the simple fact that 
international mechanisms for 
the coordination of the infor¬ 
mation and of the subsequent 
assistance are not trusted, little 
known, or ignored? 

Some of tbe international 
bodies are well known: Red 
Cross, various UN agencies, 
CARE, Oxfam, etc. Others .are 
little known and, more particu¬ 
larly. their potential is 
ignored. 


A rase in point- is Nato. In 
signing the North Atlantic 
Treaty, and in particular its 
Article 2, the members of tiie 
Allian ce undertook to assist 
each other in all fields, not 
only'that of defence. This is in 
keeping with the doctrine that 
political solidarity enhances 
security as much as integrated 
military forces.. Nato has done 
much in respect of the latter, 
but one -may well ask what 
better concrete demonstration 
of solidarity could be given by 
Nato countries coming to each 
other’s assistance in cases of 
major natural disasters, fur¬ 
thermore, by coordinating 
their relief programmes they 
would make their aid more 
effective for the beneficiaries, 
as well as more cost-effective 
for the donors. 

Nato is equipped with an 
excellent integrated communi¬ 
cations system with terminals 
in each capital and its “ switch¬ 
board” at Nato headquarters. 
The mittracy headquarters of 
the major Nato commands are 
similarly connected with their 
subordinate commands, and 
the defence ministries ia capi¬ 
tals. What better channel could 
be found for a stricken 
country to inform its allies oE 
the nature of the disaster, and 
tbe quantity and quality of the 
relief ir needs ? 

Appropriate committees and 
staffs are permanently in being 
in Brussels: what better mech¬ 
anism could be found by the 
donor countries for evaluating 
the nature of the aid required, 
and for informing one another 
on tbe relief they can make 
available ? Transport, medi¬ 
cines, food, shelter, water 
purification and earth-moving 
equipment, all in _ varying 
degrees, may be required and 
need sorting out, each donor 
country contributing its share 
to the'total package and costly 
duplication of effort would be 
avoided. Strangely enough, this 
existing mechanism is seldom 
used by the Nato nations who, 
in cases of disaster relief 
prefer other “ ad hoc ” and 
less cost-effective channels. 

Nor would participation in 
such a joint effort dfrninidi 
the merit which the donors 
hope will accrue to them when 
acting unilaterally. On the con¬ 
trary, the added demonstration 
of solidarity, _ and the added 
value of efficient, coordinated 
assistance will result in greater 
merit for all concerned.

Nato’s role should not be 
limited to “consultation ” with 
a view to avoiding duplication 
of effort. If Nato nations have 
been wilting to commit them¬ 
selves to a joint _ integrated 
defence under an “internation¬ 
al^ Nato co mm and in case of 
crisis or war,- it should not be 
asking too much of them to

Rather by acting jointly, its 
deployment would be more 
cost effective. Furthermore to 
use the existing mechanism for 
the coordination of dara and to 
use jointly the readily avail¬ 
able men and material for 
practical action would give 
added meaning to Nato, which 
as its charter states is more 
than ' a defensive ~ mflftary 
alliance. 

For 27 years the members of 
the Alliance have taken it for 
granted that . their citizens ! 
could be called upon to fight, 1 
and if necessary die, for each : 
other. Should they not equally . 
assume that their citizens ran ! 
be called upon to assist each , 
other in case of disasters other 
than war?

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AFRICAN RESPONSIBILITIES 


Railways into,

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The,: Organization of African 
Unity meeting on Angola later 
this week must decide whether 
it should continue its policy of 
r e co gnizin g all three liberation 
movements ns heirs to Angolan 
independence, or ‘whether it 
should give the accolade to the 
Popular Movement (the MPLA) 
which some dozen African states 
have followed Russia in recog¬ 
nizing as the legitimate govern¬ 
ment. The OAU is supposed to' 
be the guardian of Africa’s 
interests in general. It is sup¬ 
posed, on any question involving * 
a single state or territory, also to 
ask what is in the best interests 
of Africa. Hitherto it stuck 
to the judgment that Angola is 
an African problem for Africans . 
to solve, not an l “mtere$t ** in the . 
power game of the superpowers. 
As a general proposition that 
seems undeniable. But. Angola 
has become a super power 
interest none the less. The OAU 
is not in a position to stop it. 

In reaching its decision the 
OAU will be choosing between 
one form of outside intervention 
and another, not between Afri¬ 
can contenders. If its decision 
leads all its members to recog¬ 
nize MPLA as legitimate, it will ‘ 
have served notice on Africans 
that the Russian line prevails, : 
that Russian involvement must 
be condoned, tiiat the MPLA is 
entitled to' demand world recog-. 
nition as a government putting 


down rebels,' all aid to whom 
becomes an unfriendly act. 
Russia, many Africans will con¬ 
clude, is unstoppable. On the 
other, hand, if the OAU sticks to 
its present line, it will be in 
trouble with the left-wing regimes 
for condoning the intervention of

OATTs own charter;... 

■ From Africa's point of view, 
the intervention that is most 
easily .sent-packing later, and has 
less grip, would seem the lesser 
evil. Africa’s leaders will thus 
have to weigh up whether the 
MPLA will find it so easy to 
outsmart any Russian ambitions 
to dominate them, and to stay 
as a permanent factor in African 
affairs, or whether entren chin g 
the South-Africans and promot¬ 
ing American influence is a real, 
-risk if the MPLA is rebuffed. 

African independence hps 
never conferred., on African 
states the same ability to lean 
West or East in accordance with 
local interests, and always with¬ 
out getting unduly' subservient 
to superpower politics. The ex¬ 
colonial ; African states were 
mostly smaller and.weaker than 
the Asian states—more depen¬ 
dent on their former rulers (and 
then on the EEC) for economic 
help. The real difference - 
between the African mid Asian 
experience,- however, has . been 
the presence of the white racial 
regimes, to. whose ultimate over¬ 
throw African politics must, be 
dedicated. Because these regimes • 


could fight and resist decoloniza¬ 
tion, die Western and Commu¬ 
nist powers have bad a series 
of strategic interests to pursue 
in successive African crises, and 
neutralization of the whole con¬ 
tinent has never come about. The 
Africans themselves have become 
clients." They have never been 
able to shape events their way. 

Now they find themselves 
choosing whether to settle the 
Angola quarrel, tribal-cum-ideo- 
logical, in either the Russian 
way, and in' Russia’s interest,' or 
the-Western -way, just as they 
had to choose between, compe¬ 
ting outside interests in shaping 
the Congo settlement. The OAU 
has grown in size, but has-not 
become a power, or coordinator 
'of power, to solve African prob-' 
lejns hi the long term African 
interest. If the allegations of 
Russian bribes to get decisions 
in favour of the MPLA are true, 
they will show just how deter¬ 
mined the Russians are to solve 
Africa’s problems in their own 
way, rather, than in a way that- 
independent decisions by African 
leaders would naturally pre¬ 
scribe. Moreover, if Russian aid 
to the MPLA is simply normal 
support, ot the only liberation 
movement ; fighting racialists, 
why was a bribe necessary ? 

' It cannot be in Africa’s interest 
to have Its political problems 
solved by foreigners, its wars 
decided by foreign arms, hs 
racial struggle taken over as a 
position to be woo for a greater 
revolutionary purpose. It makes 
nonsense of the doctrine of pan- 
Africanism, it makes Africa an 
ideological colony. - 


BUCKINGHAM’S ACADEMIC FOUNDATION 


In a period of almost 
unrelieved gloom for higher 
education the successful founda¬ 
tion of a new university is the 
occasion for both surprise, and 
optimism—even if this event has 
been received coolly, when it has 
even been noticed,, by the 
academic establishment. Next 
month the University College at 
Buckingham, formerly the Inde¬ 
pendent University, under' its 
distinguished and redoubtable 
principal. Professor Max Beloff, 
will receive its first 70 students 
initially to study law, economics 
or politics. 

The idea of a university which 
would receive ho financial 
support fron; public sources and. 
so would be truly independent 
was conceived in the later 1360s, 
mainly in response to the Govern¬ 
ment’s decision to open university 
accounts to the scrutiny of the 
Comptroller and Auditor General 
hut also in .reaction against, 
student disorders that were then 
so prevalent. Today inflation and 
austerity have forced universities 
into a dangerous dependence on 
the charity of the state beside 
which any threat to. academic 
autonomy from the activity of. 
the Comptroller and Auditor 
General must now appear trivial. 
This decline in the independence 
and the fortunes of higher educa¬ 
tion should' have served as a 
formidable vindication of the 
vision of the~ founders of the 
independent university. It seems 


successful. The Independent 
University has gone through a 
protracted period of gestation 
when very little progress seemed 
to be made. The first principal- 
designate. Dr Bryan Thwaites, 
resigned because of doubts about 
the project’s financial viability. 
Donations from industry and in¬ 
dividuals have come in more 
slowly and in smaller amounts— 
with one outstanding exception— 
than had originally been hoped. 
The restrictions on local govern¬ 
ment expenditure have made it 
almost inevitable that no local 
authority, however, sympathetic 
in principle, will use its discre¬ 
tion to pay grants to Buckingham- 
students. The Council for 
National Academic 'Awards has 
declined to consider validating 
the college’s awards, "which for" 
the present will be termed 
“licences” rather titan, degrees. 

The difficulties that Bucking¬ 
ham has encountered, in.particu¬ 
lar the inadequate ■ endowment 
and the failure to secure unam¬ 
biguous academic recognition, 
are substantial but probably no 
greater than Professor Beloff in 
less sanguine moments can have 
expected. If a cautious wait-and- 
see attitude is the predominant 
motive for the rather. lukewarm 
reception of the independent uni¬ 
versity so far, he can reasonably 
hope that the most difficult stage 
of its creation is now over. 

However, a more pessimistic 
explanation is also possible. It 
has been argued that higher

Before the First World 
War two thirds of American 
students were in independent 
universities and colleges: today 
the proportions are reversed. 
Their relative* decline is hardly 
surprising because higher edu¬ 
cation expanded twice as fast 
as die GNP during the 1960s. 
So private philanthropy would 
have had not only to maintain 
but to double its existing degree 
of generosity. In Britain, which 
is poorer and lacks the same 
philanthropic tradition and 
where tax laws are less 
favourable and the most vener¬ 
able universities are public 
institutions (if it is not inaccur¬ 
ate to describe universities such 
as Oxford as public institutions), 
the possibility of creating an 
independent sector of higher 

education from first principles is 

correspondingly reduced. 

To argue that there should be 
no room in British higher educa¬ 
tion for an experiment with inde¬ 
pendence such as that at 
Buckingham would be doctrin¬ 
aire; To suggest that there will 
be- no room for a. single inde¬ 
pendent university would he to 
carry pessimistic determinism too 
far. However, to hope that the 
University College at Budring- 
. ham can act as a spark to light a 
renaissance of private enterprise 
in higher education, would be to 
hope too much. Nineteen seventy- 
six is hardly an auspicious year, 
in which to found a new uni¬ 
versity. The economic climate 
. with its combination of inflation 
and austerity and the social 
climate which is less favourable 
to higher education as a whole 
are indiscriminate scourges of the 
ambitions of all universities, 
public or .private.

Deported from. S Africa

Sir, Young sixth formers are rightly 
encouraged to give of their talents 
to serve the community before 
entering luriversLty. One such young 
man, a Christian seeking his voca¬ 
tion, left Lancing; last July and spent 
three months raising money to pay 
for his air fare to South Africa so 
that he could share in the work and 
worship of the Church in Namibia. 
He was to have helped in the 
Diocesan office live in a Christian 
community ana teach “0” level 
mathematics and English. Before he 
left England the South African 
Embassy in London assured him 
that he could enter South Africa. 

On arrival at Cape -Town on 
December 13 he was refused entry 
into South Africa and escorted bv 
security police to be placed on the 
first plane to London. No reasons 
were given, but he was handed a 
Prohibition Notice signed on behalf 
o f the Secretary for the Interior of 
South Africa. His original air ticket 
was replaced by one dated Decem¬ 
ber 11, which might suggest that his 
exit from South Africa was planned 
before his arrival. 

I can vouch that this young man 
was not involved in politics, spent 
his spare time since leaving school 
raising money for his air fare, and 
only wanted to in valve himself with 
the Church. In the circumstances, 
he has lost his money, been deported 
from a country for doing nothing, 
and, as far as one can tell at the 
moment, received little or no 
support from his own country. At 
least, I believe, his faith in Christ 
is strengthened.

Replacement of listed buildings 


From Sir Peter Masefield 
Sir,-Professor Peter Hall’s and Mr 
Edward Smkfc’s suggestions for con¬ 
verting to busways “ the whole BR 
network" to achieve “a better 
public service at a fraction of the 
cost” must sorely take the award 
of the Transport Biscuit for the 
Year, 

There may be some railway track 
which might be turned, usefully and 
profitably, into segregated busways 
—chiefly where a demand exists for 
a relatively high frequency of ser¬ 
vice combined with a relatively low 
density of traffic. In general, how¬ 
ever, once a track is devoted exclu¬ 
sively to a particular type of 
vehicle, (hen—as demand increases 
and as ’ additional capacity is 
required—-inevitably one finds that, 
to satisfy the .demand, the. solution 
is once again to invent the railway. 

The matter must be judged, of 
counsel, not only cm capacity and on 
costs but also in terms of consump¬ 
tion of energy, congestion, pollution, 
service to the public and suitability 
far (he job. 

Whatever the theoretical compari¬ 
son between BR and a hypothetical 
new bosvray, the fact is that—for" 
rooties of any substantial, density and 
distance—a railway is inherently 
c h e a per and fester than a busway. 

Practical statistics from one sub¬ 
stantial operator of both road and 
rail services ere published *»«*•*! year 
and make t he point: London Trans¬ 
port operates annually virtually the 
same number of passenger miles by. 
bus and by train, albeit over short 
dist ance s. Experience shows that 
for one exclusive track or bus-lane 
(with passing bays at stops) the 
sustained practical transport capa¬ 
city is some 120 buses on hour at 
600 yard spadegs car r yi ng up to 
8,400 passengers an hour. That com¬ 
pares with a one track capacity of 
some 20,000 passengers an hour by 
raiL A seven-coach train has a pro¬ 
ductivity of about 65 million 
passenger place miles per gwinmn 
and requires about 43 operating and 
maintenance staff. The same annual 
output is achieved by 24 buses 
which require, on average, 134 staff. 
Once the track is provided in each 
case The working expenses of each 
passenger-mile by rail are about 20 
per cent legs than are -those by 
road. Within the. same organization 
these figures are directly compar¬ 
able 

On energy consumption the BR 
electric inter-dry train achieves 
some 295 capacity ton miles per 
million BTUs compared with about 
260 for the inter-city road coach. 
To be fair, the higher achieved load 
factor of the coadi gives it a better 
Ioad/energy ratio in service than 
the train (about 23 against 13 ton 
miles per gallon) but at half the 
journey speed. 

Electric rail traction can—and 
surely wiE—become steadily less 
dependent upon oil as other forms 
of electricity generation are brought 
on stream. With all. the latent 
p r o mi se of sodium-sulphur batteries 
for buses (liquid hydrogen is hardly 
suitable) many years must pass 
before road transport becomes other 
than wholly dependent upon fossil 
fuels. 

The fact remains that each form 
of transport has its p a r ti cular part 
to play. For passenger journeys 
public road services are clearly the 
most convenient and suitable for 
very short distances at high fre¬ 
quencies in urban areas and, over 
longer distances, for relatively low 
densities of traffic at modest speeds. 
Rail services are unrivalled for high 
density, high peak, suburban ser¬ 
vices (overground and underground) " 
and for fast.inter-city routes. Beyond 
about 350 miles, air transport in¬ 
creasingly comes into the picture: - 
The lesson is that, if there were 
only electric rail, dr only diesel 
road, services today, the invention 
of the other would be hailed as ' 
filling an. important gap in the 
transport spectrum.-Each can be 
made cheaper and better adapted 
to its particular role. Both are 
needed in .the public service.

From the President of the Royal 
. Institute of British Architects 
Sir, I have followed, with some' 
concern, (he correspondence about 
the replacement of listed buildings. 
I do not write to express any 
opinion on the particular case that 

has aroused this controversy. I want 

simply to suggest that underlying 
much of what has been said is .a 
profound anxiety to which I hope 
tiie Secretory of State will give bis 
attention. This concerns the notion 
that planning authorities should not 
have regard to the quality of replace¬ 
ment when considering a situation 
-where a listed building and a 
development proposal are in con¬ 
flict. 

We must all be gratified that the 
statutory lists of good buildings'are 
being taken seriously, but it must 
be remembered that they carry no 
absolute right to preservation. They 
do provide a comprehensive and 
catholic guide to quality in our 
stock of existing buildings and as 
such they could with intelligent and 
sensitive use be a valuable influence 
on the process of change. In some 
cases the benefit of retaining fine 
works of art will be overwhelming, 
and their retention demands that 
the scale and characteristics of new 
buildings in their neighbourhood 


ought to be carefully considered. In 
other cases the retention of existing 
buildings, may for a number of 
reasons impede some otherwise 
desirable changes, and where the 
balance of benefit may be very 
difficult to assess. 

There will be other cases where 
the architectural quality of a listed 
building is nx high but because 
of its position or social associations 
its retention ran be of supreme im¬ 
portance. And so on—the problems 
that arise from our concern for the 
coexistence of past and present in 
the urban scene are a challenge we 
cannot ignore. Our towns and cities 
cannot be put into deep freeze. 
Change is a vital process. 

At present, listed building, con¬ 
trol is concerned with the merits oE 
listed buildings; development con¬ 
trol is concerned with the merits of 
proposed development. I would 
suggest that the Secretary of State 
should satisfy himself .whether the 
existing procedures allow these con¬ 
trols to influence each other in the 
interests of achieving the most 
acceptable quality of architecture 
overall, old and new together.

Intervention in Angola 

From Mr Patrick Wall, Conservative 
MP for Hedtemprice 
Sir, Father Hastings’ neo Marxist 
apologia for the MPLA in Angola 
must really be answered as it is 
shot through with inaccuracies. As 
one who has visited Angola on a 
number of occasions in the 'past 
fifteen years I can tell him that the 
dominant factor in that country, as 
indeed in most of Africa, is not 
ideology but tribalism. As he says, 
the FNLA are an Bakongo move¬ 
ment, but be omits to say that 
UNTTA instead of being what he 
cadis “a small almost insignificant 
movement ” is based on the large 
Ovimbundu tribe which occupies the 
southern part of Angola and it is 
the only one of the three 
“liberation movements” that has 
not been foreign based and has 
always fonght inside Angola. 

The MPLA were formed in 1956, 
five years after the FNLA (then 
called the UPA). Their first action 
was to cause a riot in Luanda in 
196L.but this was easily suppressed. 
A 'short time later the FNLA 
invaded from ihe Congo and the 
Bakongo rose in the North. In 1965 
the MPLA attacked the small 
Cabinda enclave, but even failed in 
this attempt and later transferred 
their attentions to south east 
Angola where they were equally 
unsuccessful They have always been 


a party of the intellectuals .rather 
than of the people,' which is why 
they are strong in Luanda, but have 
had no real tribal base. 

Dr Savimbi’s UNTTA . had 
undoubtedly gained much ground in 
the present “guerre de course” 
helped possibly by South African 
armoured cars and American 
money. A glance at the map would, 
however, snow that they could not 
have advanced so fast unless they 
enjoyed great popular support 
which, in my experience, is not 
given to the MPLA except in the 
area of the capital and the unirer-. 
si ties. 

The MPLA have been enabled to 
return to the offensive by Cuban 
regular troops and Soviet arms. 
Why ? Because it has been a mam 
Soviet strategic aim to detach 
Southern Africa from the Western 
orbit as this area not onlv cortrnls 
the vital oil route from the Middle 
East but contains the free world's 
reserves of gold and uranium. 

Father Hastings’ final argument 
that the quicker the MPLA wins, 
the fewer people will be killed, 
was also applied to Hitler at the 
time of the appeasement over 
Czechoslovakia. Angola could yet 
prove an exact parallel.

Birth of the Philharmonia 

From Mr T. Ernest Bean 
Sir, bo. his history (December 27) 
of the founding of the Philharmonia 
Orchestra—and let me say at once 
that no me with any musical sensi¬ 
bility would dream of denying him 
credit for that glorious achieve¬ 
ment—Mr Walter Legge makes a 
number of judgments which his 
friends in (he operatic and concert 
worlds will find it difficult to 
reconcile. 

He says, for Instance, speaking of 
the part. he assumes me to have 
played in the planning of the 
Festival Hall programmes^ that my 
aim was to “ dictate each con¬ 
ductor’s programmes”, in pursuit 
of which aim I was capable of 
derising programmes so unattractive 
that any conductor worth his salt 
would be bound to reject them out 
'of hand. 

And then, at the height of the 
argument, he makes the wholly 
uncharacteristic confession that 
haring been warned that the Hall 
would not be available unless he 
accepted thfo “unwarrantable intru¬ 
sion”, he (and. presumably Klem¬ 
perer, Giulini, Scolti, Szell, etc) was 
obliged to give way! 

What a tangled skein of fact and 
fiction ! At none of the programme 
sessions I was privileged to attend 
at Mr Legge’s home—sessions noted 
in my memory for their concord and 
sweet reason—-did L or anyone else, 
dictate what his conductors should 


conduct; nor did he show any signs 
of knuckling under to such a crass 
form of blackmail bad it been 
exercised. Interference, if it can be 
so called, was limited to the elimina¬ 
tion by mutual consent of the more 
glaring programme clashes and 
repetitions which occur when five 
orchestras compete, for adjacent 
dates in the Festival. Hall-; an 
“interference” which had the full 
support of all the London orchestras 
with the exception, it would now 
seem, of the Philharmonia. 

If I needed corroboration of the 
truth of mv remembrance of things 
past, I need 'look no 'further than 
the closing paragraph of Mr 
Legge’s article, where, “ looking 
through the programmes of those 
rears", he expresses his unalloyed 
pride in having given London “ a 
golden age of musical performance 
which may never be surpassed ...” 
Not surpassed, perhaps, but many 
times equalled in the performances 
of other London orchestras in the 
post-Leyge period. 

One sentence in Mr Lesce’s con¬ 
fessional interested me particularly 
as providing a key to .an under¬ 
standing of his present discontents: 

“ . . . a great performance of a 
masterpiece has always been more 
important to me than the world 
premiere of a ‘noveJrv’”. Audi¬ 
ences by and large will no doubt 
share bis view (as, for my sins, do 
T I). But that should not take airav 
from the London orchestras the 
responsibility of remembering th^t 
when tire Eroica received its world 
premiere it was a novelty.

Canon Jenkins writes of the 
relationship between '■ reflection 
and activity, and sees theology as 
something to be ” done ” rather 
than merely “thought about”.

disposal, then our theology is 
bound to become not only useless 
bat fhlse. Thus tbe arena for 
doing theology and the methods 
for pursuing it need to be im¬ 
mensely broadened,. without anv 
loss to the' discipline which has 
always been a demanded feature 
of the more narrow * theological ’ 
specializations with which we are 
how largely confronted. . . . 

“ But there is very little evi¬ 
dence of the type of help; 
exchange, and challenge between 
professional, disciplined theo¬ 
logians and the rest, which 
produces results'that are practi- _ 
.caBy useful and coznprehenrible 
to all concerned:” 


Canon Drury sees one of the 
functions of Theology as maintain¬ 
ing the lines of communication be¬ 
tween those who are mainly 
theologians and those who are 
mainly something else, in other 
words between the professionals 
rad the amateurs.

Science report 


Entomology: Daylight andinsects 


As the days get longer with the 
approach of spang, die periods of 
greater daylight provide a signal 
for the end of hibernation for 
many animal species. But in 
general no one knows exactly what 
the animals are responding to. The 
question is- now answered for a 
similar seasonal response in two 
species of insect by Dr Maurice 
Tauber and Dr Christine Tauber, 
of Cornell University, New York.' 
They report in Nature . that 
although the two insects come out 
of diapause, a state 'of arrested 
development, at roughly the same 
time, they are responding in com¬ 
pletely different ways to the 
Changing length of day. 

Diapause begins with the onset 
of adverse environmental condi¬ 
tions, and continues through the 
winter until conditions become 
more favourable hi early spring. 

The Taubers found that one 
species of green lacewing, 
Mtdeoms szgnoretti, soon came oat 


of diapause when put into artificial 
daylight far a critical time in tbe 
laboratory. The amount of day¬ 
light that stimulated the change 
from the larval (diapansing) state 
.to the popal state lay between 12 
and 14 boors, corresponding to the 
length of the day in March when 
diapause, usually ends in natural 
conditions. The species triH not 
end diapause at all if tbe length of- 
day does not reach that critical 
value. 

Another species of greeh-lace- 
wing,. Chrysopa downesf, respon¬ 
ded very differently, although tbe 
end result was much the' same. 
They apparently did not need a 
particular critical length of day 
to end diapause, hut the rate at 
which they came out of diapause 
depended on the length of tbe 
day. 

Insects collected from their 
natural habitat at the end of 
December took about 90 days to 


end diapause in natural conditions. 
In a constant regime of 12 hours 
light arid 12 hours dark they took 
■ about 78 days; in 13 hours light 
and 11 hours dark they took about 
22 days; in-14 hours light and 10 
hours dark they took 17 days ; 
and when.the length of day was 
kept at 15 hour* .they took only 
14 days. 

- The pattern of response means 
that in natural conditions diapause 

1 Is brought to an end gradually by 
tiw lengthening of . tbe ' days in 
late winter, and the insects are 
' fully. active again by early, spring.

Monitoring of diseases in 
animals needs improving 


It has been clear for a long time 
that too little is known about the 
level and distribution of disease 
amp n g animals . Although occa¬ 
sional surveys have been made, 
they give a rudimentary picture. 
It Is not surprising that there 
should be an increasing demand 
for more positive action. 

Special or routine monitoring 
cannot apply to those notifiable 
diseases wmch are not at present 
found In this country. Here, the 
Government relies almost entirely 
on the farmer or his veterinary 
Burgeon recognizing the first out¬ 
break. It Is disturbing that sheep 
scab should have reentered the 
country and gone undetected for 
about two years, bnt it is difficult 
to see what more could be dono 
to increase the chances of early 
reporting, when the first case of 
a newly imported disease might 
occur almost anywhere among 
millions of animals. 

The debate on monitoring, 
therefore, applies to those con¬ 
ditions winch are present con¬ 
tinuously and the issue can bo 
subdivided under two headings. 
First, there ore diseases which 
may ran at a low level and then 
burst into epidemics or steadily 
build op to a new and worrying 
pitch. Farmers would like to know 
when tbe picture has changed or, 
better still, when a particular 
danger is imminent. 

Good examples of the batter are 
the early warning system for high 
levels of liver-Ouke disease In cer¬ 
tain climatic conditions and the 
notification of large national out¬ 
breaks of the highly infectious 
transmissible gastro-enteritis of 

pigs. 

Secondly, there is the great 
weight of more chronic disease, 
from respiratory diseases of pigs 

to mastitis in cattle and Internal 

E iraSitcs In sheep, to tuning rati¬ 
ons of pounds of productive loss 
each year. ....

Professor R. H. C. Penny, of 
the Royal Veterinary College, has 
campaigned for some time for tbe 
collection of disease statistics at 
the point of slaughter. The Swaim 
report has strongly supported that 
idea, proposing that as meat in¬ 
spection comes un de r veterinary 
control, an increasing number of 
named conditions should be sub¬ 
ject to routine recording. 

Professor Penny has also advo¬ 
cated a closer relationship between 
diagnostic laboratories and new 
units set up In the efinica] depart¬ 
ments of the veterinary schools to 
collect and collate disease data 
from slaughterhonses, farm 
practices and special surveys. 

Against that background of a 
surge In enthusiasm, 'Mr M. E. 
Hugh-Janes of tbe Government 
Central Veterinary Laboratory has 
introduced a timely note of 
caution. He maintains that there 
are now no great' difficulties in. 
collecting end analysing disease 
data and that although more re¬ 
search cm tbe methods would be 
useful, a monitoring system could 

be launched tomorrow. Bat nobody 
should move uwrn five deceptively 
simple questions are answered: 
What information is needed ? Why 
Is it needed ? Who needs it ? How 
much time and money Is avail¬ 
able ?

Sir.IsaacHayward, JP, Leader 
of to London County Council 
from 1947 bo 1965, died on Janu¬ 
ary 3 air the age or 91. 

* Isaac James - Hayward was 
born on' November 17, 1884, 
at Blaenavoo, in what was then 
Monmouthshire/ .and began 
work in a coal- mine at 12 
years of age. After some 
years in industry he became a 
trade union official, retiring in 
1946 after 12 years as general 
secretary of the National Union 
of Enginemen, Firemen, 
Mechanics. and - Electrical 
Workers. His connexion with 
the London County Council 
began in,. 1928.. He represented 
first Rotheririthe, then Dept¬ 
ford, and from 3955 onwards 
serired as an. alderman. After 
only four years’ membership 
his abiMty was' recognized by 
Mr Herbert Morrison -(then 
leader of the Labour minority), 
who appointed him Chief Whip 
—ran office which he. retained 
tuHal 1947 ■when he in turn be¬ 
came Leader of the Council in 
succession to Lord Latham. 

In 1934 the Labour Party, 
having secured their first 
majority on-the London County 
Council, faced the challenge of 
implementing the policies they 
had advocated while in opposi¬ 
tion. For this they needed men 
capable of sustained effort, yet 
shrewd and cautious enough to 
avoid' _ the pitfalls of over- 
enrhusiasm. One ^of the 
stormiest battles concerned the 
ad m inistration of poor relief. 
Mr Morrison showed his confi¬ 
dence in Mr Hayward, as he 
then was, by nominating him 
for die chairmanship of the 
Public Assistance Committee, 
an Office he held for three 
years.- It was the Labour view 
that the Council had inherited 
from the Boards, of Guardians a 
Poor Law administration which 
was too rigid and defined de¬ 
stitution too narrowly. It was 
Hayward’s aim to make die 
Poor Law a general welfare 
service available to aH in need, 
rather than, a deterrent system 
for a narrow category of desti¬ 
tute persons. He piloted 
through his committee revised 


methods of determining needs, 
and. more generous allowances 
for'fuel and rent; he also be¬ 
gan the arduous process, still 
not complete, of replacing the 
.nineteenth century “barrack’* 
braidings with smaller homes 
for old people, in which hornet 
liness could have a real mean: 
sag. ’ 

After other chairmanships 
before and during die war 
Hayward was ^ entrusted, as 
Chairman of. the Education 
Committee from 3945 to 1947; 
with one of die two. heaviest 
postwar' tasks, namely, housing 
and. education. During these 
two years the Committee formu-. 
lated to ' Development Plan 
which ■ was - required by the 
Minister under the Education 
Act, 3944, and which set the 
pattern for London education; 

/ for some years to come.. Behind 
to plan for secondary educa¬ 
tion .was the concept' of the 
comprehensive school; then a 
concept to rouse the deepest 
passhms on* both ■ tides, but 
.since made largely inocuous by ■ 
its realization in a number of- 
competently run schools, which 
although sharing tbe''imperfec¬ 
tion of all things human have 
failed to produce the - dire. 
results earlier predicted.' Then, 
however, Hayward needed all 
his tou ghn ess and restraint to 
emb the excesses of enthusiasts 
while fighting’ the principle 
through- against .determined 
opposition. _ 

.In 1947 he ...was. .appointed 
Leader of the CountiL Though 
every inch a politician, his 
astute management of ' the! 
party machine was -combined 
with a sincere appreciation of 
-wider issues. In 1948 he - 
accepted the Goycrrppent’s chal¬ 
lenge to produce a concert hall' 
in time for the 1951 Exhibition 
—a decision to which London 
owes the Royal. Festival HalL 
He strongly supported the Inter¬ 
national Union of Local AuthcH 
rities, being convinced of the 
value of local government as a 
bond between, free peoples. As 
the Council’s representative on 
the Court of the University of 


London, he strengthened _ the 
partnership between the Urriver- 

- sity and the Connell, and in 
39S2 the University conferred 
upon him the honorary degree 
nf T-.LTV . He also expanded and 
systematized to Council’s sup¬ 
port for all tile arts, including 
the coimmssionrng of contexn- 
.porary works and the subven¬ 
tion of music and drama, by 
earmarking to product of a 
halfpenny rate, representing 
some £220,000 a year. .

Cap¬ 
tain B. R- Willett, CBE, DSC 
and Mrs Willett, OBE, he was 
educated at Winchester, entered 
the Royal Navy himself in 1937 
and had a distinguished war 
career during which he was in¬ 
volved in several celebrated 
naval and combined operations, 
was awarded the DSC in 1942, 
and mentioned in despatches. 

He was made an OBE in 1964 
and an MVO in 1969. He 
married, in 1946, Anne, 
daughter of Mr C. K. Holland 
and Mrs Rolland of Montreal, 
Canada. They had one son and 

two daughters. '

Mir Goodison. another stock¬ 
broker, and believed zo hare 
been runner-up last time, is 
only 41, but he has been gain¬ 
ing important experience as 
chairman of the council’s mem¬ 
bership committee. However, 
because of bis age Mr Gouduou 
would be seen as. a long-term 
chairman, and the council, 
naturally shaken by the death 
of Mr Marriott who was ex¬ 
pected to serve for perhaps five 
years, may not be in the mood 
for such an appointment. If it 
is, though. Mr Goodison stands 
a chance. 

Mr LeRqy-LcwiVs hopes 
rest On whether this timetbe 
council is willing to overlook 
what has previously been re¬ 
garded as a disqualifying factor 
and elect a jobber. Weekend 
reports do in fact suggest that 
Mr LeRoy-Letvis may have his 
nose just in front at this stage.

increasing debate. But whoever 
emerges the victor the job is 
likely to be still more challeng¬ 
ing in the second half of the 
seventies than it has been in 
the first. 

Colour television 

Outlook still 
blurred 

The colour television industry 
has been arguing strenuously 
for the best part of a year that 
it is being sacrificed on the 
altar of economic management. 
For all the chopping and chang¬ 
ing of government credit con¬ 
trols on colour televisions has 
done more to upset the equili¬ 
brium of the industry than thu 
fide of Japanese imports. 

Profit figures from xeveral of 
the leading manufacturers, 
including Dccca, Thorn and 
GEC. have already borne the 
scars of the precipitous drop 
in colour sot deliveries last year 
to around 1.6 million from 2.2 
million the year before and 2 .S 
million when the boom was in 
full flood in 1973. The wounds 
are likely to go deeper still 
when results covering the 
second half of 1975 are 
announced as these will Fullv 
reflect the impact of the VAT 
increase on the market.

E cessing hard for government 
clp—either in the form of im¬ 
port controls, a reduction hi the 
25 per cent VAT rate or relaxa¬ 
tion of hire purchase controls— 
the only positive respite it has 
received is a slight easing of 
hire purchase controls on the 
purchase of new sets and rental 
agreements. 

That is a long way short »>f 
the measures necessary to 
stimulate demand but the indus¬ 
try is at least hopeful that it 
ivill halt the decline in deli¬ 
veries. But in an industry that 
depends on long production 
runs tu make decent profits, 
the fact that it Is working some 
50 per ceut bel»»»v capacity is 
of particularly serious concern. 

Even when demand does start 
to pick up—and a return zo 
earlier projections that the 
market will grow by 2 * million 
units a year until saturation is 
reached by the end of the 
decade looks unattainable in the 
foreseeable future—there are 
still some half a million sets in 
manufacturers* and retailers’ 
stocks waking to be suld, 
though the greet sales boom 
may, hopefully, be making some 
inroads here. 

Hanson Trust 

The merits 
of cash 

Last year the return on capital 
employed by Hanson Trust in 
its United States animal feeds 
subsidiary, Seacoast, was appar¬ 
ently in the region of 50 per 
cent. This time, with animal 
feed prices reverting to less 
extraordinary levels^ the return 
on capital, too, is likely to re¬ 
vert to “ more normal ” levels— 
say, between 20 and 30 per cent.

Modest targets in Russia’s five-year plai 


Neither the Soviet columnar 
00 r the leadership can be happy 
about the old year or the next, 
and the five-year plan about to 
bo submitted to tbe party coni 
gross shows that tbe effects 01 
tile vory poor harvest uf 1975 
and of other shortcomings, wil 
not be quickly or easily over 
come. 

The overall picture can be 
seeu from Table A. 

The figure for agriculture 
would look much worse if the 
index related to the year 1975. 
It is likely that output during | 
that weatlier-afr- ^icil ar • 
showed hardly any increase ct 
all over 19/0: the gram liar.-esc 
was 26 per cent lower, and 
while there was an increase in 
meat output, tJiis was duo to 
slaughtering of livestock for 
lack of fodder, which is bound 
to lead to grave problems in 

supply of livestock products for 
die next few years. 

Tbe setback in agricullut-t; lias 
an effect also oil industrial nru- 
ductiua, by reducing the ffaw 
of agricultural materials to in¬ 
dustry (especially the food 
industry l, and iii causing a 
diversion of foreign exchange 
to the large-scale purchase oi 
grain abroad. Hard currency 
and gold spent on grain cannot 
be spent on capital goods, and 
the situatiou i> further compli¬ 
cated by the effects of western 
recession upon Soviet export 
earnings. 

No doubt this helps to explain 
tbe very modest growth 
announced in the annual plan 
for 1976, which cun mins the 
| lowt-si industrial growth targets 
1 in living memory (+4J per 
j cent overall, +2.7 per cent for 
consumers’ goods)—thouah, of 
course, agriculture is expected 
to recover. 

However, if we examine the 
data it becomes clear that the 
bad weather of 1975 is only par¬ 
tially responsible for the decline 
in growth rates. It had already 
been clear by 1974 rhat the five- 
year plan would be uuderful- 
fiiled, and that tie shortfall 
would be particularly severe in 
tbe case of consumers* goods. 

As the table shows, the 
growth rates projected through 
1980 are below tbe achievements 
of 1971-75, and a fortiori well 
below the originally planned 
rates. The promise to ensure 
that consumers’ goods output 
would rise faster rhun that of 
producers’ goods was not kept. 
This time ft has not been made: 
there has been a return to the 
“ traditionally ” superior rate of 
growth of producers’ goods. 

Two possible reasons suggest 
themselves. One is rhe burden 
of military expenditure; the 


other is the impact of shortages 
and bottlenecks affecting basic 
industrial materials and — 
especially—fuels. It so happens 
that to overcome supply diffi¬ 
culties major investments are 
required in Siberia,^ where 
initial costs are very nigh. The 
efforts to improve agricultural 
production also take a large 
“ bite ” (33 per cent in all) of 
total investment. Yet such is the 
pressure on resources that the 
growth in the volume of invest¬ 
ments is unusually low. Not 
much can be spared, in these 
circumstances, for consumers’ 
goods industries. 

Turning now to output targets 
for particular industries, the 
following picture emerges (1980 
targets cited are midpoints of 
ranges):

| The fuel situation looks 
fight. Despite a very _ rapid 
expansion in west Siberia, oil 
output in 1975 was below plan. 
The whole of the increase pro¬ 
jected to 19S0 is to come from 
west Siberia, as is much of the 
additional supply of gas. A 
huge programme of pipeline 
building is already being 
implemented- 

The Increase in oil output 
(29 per ceut over the five years, 
compared with 43 per ceut 
planned in the previous quin¬ 
quennium) is too small, given 
rising demand in the USSR and 
Eastern Europe, to permit any 
major expansion of Soviet ou 
exports to the West. # 

Oae notes a limited shirt 
back towards solid fuel, with 
coal used to fire power stations 
built close to open-cast mining 
areas in Siberia and the 
electricity transmitted over 
verv long distances to the con¬ 
suming areas. There is also a 
very ambitious programme of 
nuclear power station construc¬ 
tion. 

Metallurgy (see table) 

Steel output failed to reach 
the planned goals, though it 
grew quite impressively, and 
again the 1980 target is more 
modest (a 16 per cent increase 
over the five years). Absolute 
figures are never given for non- 
ferrous metals, but the indices 
cited show a marked decline in 
projected growth rates. 

Chemicals 

The plan for fertilizer was 
fulfilled in 1975 and the prioz^ 
ity accorded to agriculture’s 
needs shows in tbe growth of 
nearly 60 per cent envisaged in 
1976-80. However, the same 
cannot be said of the perform¬ 
ance of other branches of the

Business Diary iu Europe: Dutch mark time • Flick’s poser 


Dutch Premier Juop deu Lyl 
will remain much alive in the 
minds of bis country's political^; 
and voters during a short holi¬ 
day he has taken to recover 
from the two sieges which 
impeded im porta ot Cabinet 
decisions, in December. 

Before ho left this weekend, 
a 40 minute interview with him 
was broadcast last Friday, which 
has already been called a 
M speech to the nation In the 
radio Interview, den Uyl phthh 
sophised about-new means of 
dividing up tbe spoils of u wel¬ 
fare state. 

His proposals include stopping 
child allowances, both in cash 
and in the form of tax relief, 
for those earning over £4,000 a 
year, and a plan to stop sub¬ 
tracting pension premiums from 
dgcome before iax. He stated 
clearly that there U uo. prospect 
of any improvement in spend¬ 
ing power for those earning over 
£4,000 a year until 1980. 

Child allowances are a sen- 
strive point in the Netherlands. 
Tbe allowance for the first child 
is £10 a month. Allowances for 
more children are progres¬ 
sively higher, ending at almost 
£30 a montit for the eighth and 
subsequent children. Those over 
16 still at school gel double 
allowance, those over 18 and 
still depeudant a triple allow- 
aoce up to the age of 2/- The 
same applies to handicapped 
children who remain dependent 
an tinfir parents. 

Since Dutch parents have^ 10 
pay a substantial contribution 
towards secondary education, 
the allowances play an impor¬ 
tant part iu encouraging middle- 


class families, who would be 
first affected by their cancella¬ 
tion. to keep their children ai 
school. 

Slow spender 

One man in rhe happy 
poMtion of baring a money to 
spend after Christmas is 
Friedrich Karl Flick. Oa 
January- 2, a cool £3S4m was 
transferred to the account of 
iiis company Friedrich Flick 
AG in pavmeut for the 29 per 
ceut holding in Daimlcr-Booz 
sold to the Deutsche Bunk 
nearly a year ago. 

Spending the money may not 
be all that easy, however. Be¬ 
cause Flick’s Daimler holding 
was valued very conservatively, 
the group is showing a good 
gain of 1546 m on the deal. 

To avoid, losing more than 
half of this to the taxman. 
Flick must somehow reinvest 
file money in such a way that 
he can convince the economics 
and finance ministries in Bonn 
that be is benefiting the West 
German economy. 

This is possible under para¬ 
graph six of tbe income tax lair, 
which was passed in 1964 to 
eocourace private investments 
and ease “economically sens¬ 
ible ad/ustmonrs to structural 
change ” In the economy.

Daimler transaction are by far 
the largest sum ever to fall 
under this aspect of rax law and 
the present Government are dis¬ 
inclined to let the Flicks get 
autiv irirh mo much. 

Difficult ihuugli the problem 
may be. at Jw>t Flick due*, not 
have to go oa a gigantic spend¬ 


ing sprue straight away. He has 
uutil the end cE 1978 to invest 
rbe cash and in the meantime 
it will be euroins interest. 

So far there have been no 
hints about how the money will 
be spent although it is no 
secret that some of rbe com¬ 
panies in die Flick group could 
do with capital injections which 
would account for some but 
not all of the £346m.

to the possibilities inherent in 
the British people”. 

Mawdsley said, as reported by 

the Webbs: “The workmen of 

England were not so advanced 


as the workmen of the Conti¬ 
nent. Nevertheless, they, at 
least, possessed one dear con¬ 
ception: they realized that the 
actual producers did not obtain 
their share of the wealth they 
created.” 

This is at best a very modest 
perception. Mere exhortation 
does not encourage an increase 
in tiie production of wealth— 
and indeed for most employees 
in Britain merely working 
harder would make very little 
difference either to the amount 
of wealth produced or the allo¬ 
cation of shares in it. The or¬ 
ganization of greater effective¬ 
ness is just as important.

Only a minority, of the bright 
young unionists who go to

return to office in their unions. 

Some shop steward training 
schemes developed coopera¬ 
tively between local union 
organizations and managements 
have turned out to be not a 
means of increasing the 
thoughtful conduct of industrial 
relations in. the plants con¬ 
cerned, but a means of provid¬ 
ing industrial relations officers 
to other companies. 

There is a consolation in this 
state of affairs. One can hardly 
develop a corporate state with 
a monolithic alliance, between 
unions and government if the 
unions' consistently shy away 
from lie training that corporat¬ 
ism would require. 

But the frustr atin g side of it 
is more obvious.. It is parti¬ 
cularly obvious in matters .'like 
disclosure of .information to 
employees, which is advocated 
at the moment apparently -on 
the assumption that all (or most) 
employees are people educated 
to receive and .understand the 
information, and "working in, 
say, factories where there are 
clearly definable and closely 
interlinked interest groups. 

In fact the diversity is start¬ 
ling^ If yoa ask-a-union in a 
nationalized industry what, 
further information its officers 
(or members) require, the 
answer is usually that there is 
not much information that they 
do not have, already. 


If you ask union officials in 
construction what information 
about company prospects they 
require, they are likely to 
answer that the question does 
not mean much because heir 
members’ average employment 
with one company is only 18 
months anyway- 
If you go down the line a 
little and ask shop stewards, 
say, how much more information 
they require to bold their own 
with their employers, they are 
likely to say that they don’t 
want much more financial 
information because they would 
not know what to do with it. 
And when you move from site- 
bound employees like office 
workers and process operatives 
to the roving . kind like lorry- 
drivers or sales representatives, 
their needs and interests 
diverge sharply agaim- 
Perhaps ir is not ■ surprising 
that one. of the most consistent 
findings of public opinion polls 
in Britain- is that people want 
to know more about what is 
going' oil,' and do not believe 
what they are being told. But 
behind this lies the embarrass¬ 
ing question: Whose job it js 
to see that the information is 
relevant and comprehensive ?
